T nose w ho at the present day are enjoy­ 
in g th e beneficent and alm ost unlim ited 
advantages afforded directly and indirectly 
by th e postal system o f th e world, can 
h ard ly bring them selves to a com prehen­ 
sion o f w hat th e w orld w ould De w ithout 
th is grand ieature and agent of our civiliza­ 
tion. 
It seems hardly possible th a t s o ! 
necessary an agency for th e w elfare and ! 
happiness o f m ankind could have had an I 
existence bu t for so few recent centuries, ' 
yet the rapid strides w hich have taken I 
place in th e im provem ent o f th e sendee, j 
w ithin th e m em ory of th e present genera­ 
tion, recalls th at even fifty years ago the 
postal facilities were so crude and lim ited, 
th at, com pared w ith w hat we now enjoy, 1 
they were like the prim itive ox-cart besi.le 1 
th e lightning railroad trains and palace ! 
draw ing-room coach. 
The nam e Postoffice originated in the 
use o f posts placed at intervals along th e j 
highw ays of the R om an Em pire, w here 
couriers were stationed in readiness to car- | 
ry dispatches and intelligence between 
public officials o f different localities. 
No 
private correspondence or service was for a 
lone tim e conducted. 
T he first letter post 
appears to have been established in the 
H an se tow ns, in th e thirteenth century. A 
lin e o f letter posts soon fallowed between 
A u stria and Lom bardy, and another con­ 
necting V ienna and Jirussels. 
T he de- 
scendents o f the royal fam ilies w hich es­ 
tablished these lines still enjoy certain pre­ 
scriptive rights to them , and are recognized 
under th e present G erm an postal system . 
F ro m this vague beginning, the m ethods of 
carrying w ritten com m unications betw een 
different localities slowly increased and im ­ 
proved u n til in the fifteenth century a for­ 
eign post for carrying letters between Lon­ 
don an d the continent was established. 


T1IE UNITED STATES POSTAL SYSTEM. 
In A m erica the Postoffice was established ! 
by th e Colony of M assachusetts in 1639, 
and in th e Virgin an Colony 
eighteen 
years afterw ards. 
In 1672 th e com m ercial 
relations betw een the Colonies were regard- 1 
ed as having becom e so im portant th at 
a m onthly post was established between 
B oston an d New Y ork. 
One of th e first 
Acts ol the C ontinental Congress was the 
establishm ent o f a 
postal system , and : 
B enjam in F ran k lin became th e first United 
States 
Postm aster-G eneral. 
Up to 1845, ; 
how ever, th e rate o f postage was so high 
th a t letter.w riting 
was lim ited, and th e 1 
m issives w hich were w ritten 
were p er­ 
haps m ore frequently transm itted by pri­ 
vate hand or express, than through 
U n­ 
cle Sam ’s high 
tariff 
m ail-bags.

was 
adopted, 
and 
im m ediately th e increase in m aii m atter ! 
becam e very great, an d under subsequent ! 
reduction in rates, and the m arvelous in ­ 
crease o f population, the postal system has 
becom e, perhaps, the grandest institution 
u n d er our G overnm ent, reaching to every 
nook an d ham let, and. betw een leading 
points, carried on lightning 'special trains, 
bearing n o thing but United States m ail. 
Such a system , so well and efficiently 
m aintained as at present, isa representative 
branch o f the great unity of our free in sti­ 
tutions, the contem plation of w hich m ay 
well m ake all w ho live beneath them , anil 
enjoy th eir advantages, feel nobly proud. 
In this connection, a glance a’t the gen­ 
era! postal system of the U nited States, : 
th e rules and regulations at present in 
force, together w ith the im m ense volum e 
of transactions, will he of interest, and to 
those w ho do not live in cities and towns, 
w here they can readily apply to Post­ 
m asters for specific inform ation, w ill also 
be of m uch value.

as they w;ore last year, it is about tim e to 
call a halt. 
T he Delaw are i*each-grower 
has a keen eye for points calculated to en­ 
courage a rising m arket as any one, but in 
his palm iest days he never asserted that 
next year’s crop was killed. 
If there is 
going to be a perm anent corner in Florida 
oranges. H avanas and M essinas will cap­ 
ture the A m erican m arket. 


N e w Y o r k . F ebruary 5th.—An orange- 
grow er of Georgetown, Florida, writes to 
ibe 
Tribune 
as 
follow s: 
” To 
date I 
have no t seen reported by our State press a 
single instance of bearing orange trees 
having died, or to have heeu seriously h urt 
by the late cold spell. 
1 have personally 
inspected m any hundreds of bearing trees 
in this vicinity, and have not found one 
w ith the bark cracked or show ing any 
sym ptom s of injury. 
Besides the loss of 
fruit now on the trees, tiie dam age done to 
bearing trees will he very little. T he young 
trees set out in groves have not suffered to 
the extent at first supposed, w hile the 
nurserym en who, im m ediately alter the 
freeze, were reported to have lost their en­ 
tire stocks in their nurseries, are daily com ­ 
ing forward w ith offers of uninjured trees 
for sale. 
Y our statem ent that the loss of 
picked oranges w ill reach h alf a m illion 
boxes is an error. 
On the contrary, ail 
oranges picked prior to the freeze are saved 
and arc selling at this date for high prices. 
1 very m uch doubt if there are hist 250.000 
boxes in the State. 
C ertainly the loss of

T he general 
principle upon 
w hich I 
should like to see Ireland and tlie w hole 
B ritish E m pire governed is one based upon 
county. State and N ational G overnm ent, 
after our own system , with such im perial 
representation as w ould m ake the different 
Provinces and Colonies o f G reat B ritain 
integral parts of th e whole. 
As to the im m ediate relief of th e Irish 
people I cannot see any hut that w hich 
m ay be brought about by diversified labor. 
It seemed to m e w hen i was in Irelan d 
th at the people were too m uch attached to 
agricultural pursuits. 
T he evtcnt of th eir 
territory is n ot sufficient to provide th is 
kind of labor tor all. 
In consequence of 
the im provem ent in transportation the 
agriculturist of Ireland is to-dav in direct 
com petition w ith th e agriculturist in all 
portions of the civilized world. 
Should th e change to m ore diversified 
labor he too slow to give the im m ediate re­ 
lief th at is needed, then I w ould suggest 
em igration. It would bean easy solution o f 
the present difficulty for so m any o f th e Irish 
people to em igrate to Am erica as to leave 
no m ore at hom e than could obtain con­ 
stant and profitable em ploym ent.

GLANCES AT LIFE IS THE ME­ 
TROPOLIS.

S a n F r a n c isc o, February 3,1880. 
Up to this writing, there has not been a 
homicide in San Francisco for a little over 
f. week, but the crop of suicides is about up 
to the standard. Dr. McDonald, the slayer 
of young Mish. has been held to answer for 
murder. No testimony for the defense was 
offered in the examination, the prosecution 
sim ply presenting a plain statement of facts 
to show that Mish had been killed by Mc­ 
Donald. The defendant maintained the 
same cool, calm demeanor that has charac­ 
terized him since his arrest, which aggra­ 
vating and uncalled for action on his part 
impels the fresh young reporter to describe 
his countenance as exhibiting a “ fiendish 
indifference to the terrible enormity of his 
m od 
horrible 
crime,'1 or 
words 
to 
that effect. 
It is more than proba­ 
ble 
that 
when 
a 
jury 
comes 
to 
pass on McDonald's case it will render a 
verdict to the effect that, when he slew 
young Mish, he was simply repelling an 
outrageous invasion of his household. The 
trial will settle the question, and it would 
be almost as bad for a eorresjiondent to at­ 
tempt to acquit him w ithout a trial, as for 
the 8an Francisco press to presume to con­ 
vict him without a trial. 
McDonald’s 
young and pretty wife, the cause of his 
troubles, sat at her husband's side during 
the examination, and her fresh and inno­ 
cent appearing face hail the effect of soften­ 
ing somewhat the austerity of the press re­ 
porters. 
• 
THE CHINESE LOCKOUT. 
Two causes are operating to crowd the 
Chinese quarter in this city as it was never 
jammed before. One is the occurrence of 
the Chinese New Year, which always dis­ 
tributes a large num ber of holiday-taking 
Chinamen in the streets and alleys of t 'hi- 
natown, and the other is the presence of 
numerous Chinamen who have been ex­ 
pelled from interior towns, and others who 
have been displaced from work by the 
movement against Chinese cigarmakers 
and shoemakers in this city. So great is 
the crush that it is almost impossible to 
push one’s way through the struggling 
mass of Mongolian humanity, and, viewed 
from an elevation, Chinatown looks one 
vast conglomeration of blue-bottle (lies 
creeping along the sidewalks. This aggre­ 
gation must result in the exodus of a large 
number of Chinese to their native land or 
to some field where their presence and labor 
would be more welcome than here. There 
is no work for them now, and the wealthy 
Chinese or their companies have no use tor 
a dead-bróke and idle Chinaman ; but, I 
believe, it is part of the contract that the 
company importing the eoolle shall return 
him to his native laud, dead or alive. Not­ 
withstanding the great swarm of Chinese 
now infesting the city, instances ot their 
maltreatment are rare, despite the mouth- 
ings of sand-lot orators and the threats of 
Falstaff O’Donnell and his hungry and 
ragged following. In fact, so well are the 
life, person and property of the Chinese 
protected in this city, that it is quite a com­ 
mon occurrence to see Chinamen shake 
Denis Kearny by the hand, without the 
least fear that he will open that Grecian- 
cut mouth of his and swallow them whole 
without salt. 
SALVINI. 
It rather looks as if the Salvini season at 
the Baldwin will be a fizzle. 
He opened 
in “ The Outlaw," Monday night, to a fair 
house, the dresscireleand parquet contain­ 
ing a fashionable audience, and the gallery 
being pretty well occupied by compatriots 
of the tragedian from sunny Italy. Sev­ 
eral of the fish-stalls and vegetabiu-stands 
were almost bare of ibeir usual quota Tues­ 
day morning, and on Monday evening 
there was a marked scarcity of “ da lemon 
droppa’’ and “da roasta cbestnutta” on the 
■ street corners. The newspaper critics say 
that Salvini is a great tragedian, and, as it 
is their business to know, I am not pre­ 
pared to dispute the statement. They say, 
however, the “ The O utlaw ” is not up 
to his vigorous style; that his best hold 
is in Othello, in which he yanks Desda- 
ruona around the stage till the audience 
begins to fear that her remains will have to 
be gathered up in a basket. The lady who 
plays Desdamona to bis Othello is said to 
receive a fabulous salary, and medical at­ 
tendance, splints, lotions, ointments, etc., 
tree. One of the papers, which makes a 
specialty of mentioning the names of fash­ 
ionable people present at the play, prints 
among the names of other distinguished 
Italian connoisseurs at the Salvini first 
night, that of Don Patricio Murpliy. The 
Don doesn't 
sign 
his 
checks 
“ Don 
l’atricio Murphy,” because in business and 
e very-day matters he is incognito as to his 
title, and doesn’t get mad when some old 
acquaintance greets him as “ Pat,” which, 
I suppose, is liis maiden name. The Don 
was not the only representative of a noble 
house that was present. There were also 
such notable foreigners mentioned as the 
Baron James L. Flood, the heir to the 
n ¡We brown-stone front; also, according 
to the account, the daughter, of the High 
Chancellor to his Majesty King Kalakaua, 
King of theCannibai Islands. ~ Will toady­ 
ism never stop in the San Francisco 
press : Salvini appeared Tuesday night in 
“Othello,” and disappointed his" audience 
by failing to break Desdemona in two. 
The dramatic taste in this city is evidently 
running to the athletic, and the Moor of 
Venice, with Salvini as Othello ami John 
L. Sullivan as Desdemona would take like 
wild-fire 
The actor, however, did satisfy 
his audience, according to a newspaper 
critic, by “developing the wild beast,’’ 
'Whatever that may mean. An innovation 
by Salvini. and one that should be most 
severely condemned, is lliat he carries 
Desdamona off the stage, and metaphor­ 
ically smothers her behind the scenes, in­ 
stead of permitting the audience to witness 
her death agony. 
Evidently Miss Allen 
can’t die as well as Julia Deane Havne 
used to die in “ East Lynne.” 


PO LIT IC A L RUMORS 
Are as thick as the morning fog in San 
Francisco, and [liev are dense enough to be 
real Democratic fogs. It is a well-known 
fact that Chris Buckley has for a longtim e 
had an eye to gaining the control of the 
Jooliee department for political uses. .By a 
judicious use of the power of the CourTs.he 
lias been fought of. and the department kept 
as much as posible out of politics. By a 
clever, but unconscionable, and, as most 
people think, unlawful trick, Bnckley, ju ­ 
dicially aided, secured a Grand Jury, the 
'majority of which was under his whip.

Lelund Stanford’s administration as Gov­ 
ernor of California was clean, able and pop­ 
ular. W hen railroad monopoly had turned 
half the people of the State into a mob 
howling lor Stanford's annihilation, there 
was no man to find in his record at the 
capital any excuse for calumny or reproach. 
As a railroad owner he was abused with as 
much vehemence, virulence and vicious­ 
ness as could be stimulated over the mon­ 
opoly issue by a political party, but that 
“ Stanford made a good Governor” was not 
at any time disputed. In his railroad busi­ 
ness his energy and executive ability com­ 
manded admiration, bis foes conceding the 
largeness of intellectual power required to 
support him in operations for which he had 
become their target.

cried almost deliriously that Stanford's 
election bad wrecked the Kepublicun party 
in this State, but before Stanford reached 
W ashington the shout died. Since then 
no Democratic paper has found occasion to 
grow joyful over any blunder, or to shriek 
for vengeance for any outrage committed 
by Senator Stanford. The Democratic party 
is dumb, and Stanford is busy in behalf of 
the State. His university endowment was 
the first great token of bis affection for the 
State and bis care for its future, and his 
enemies could do no less than give praise. 
His seat in the Senate was scarcely filled 
when he was called upon to vote on a rail­ 
road measure. To the disappointment of 
Democrats he voted against the corporation. 
The silver question came up, and national 
banks and capitalists were against silver 
coinage. 
Stanford declared him self for 
silver because it was “ the money of the 
people.” On Monday he was interviewed 
in W ashington and declared him self to be 
against the Mormon practice of polygamy ; 
decidedly in favor of silver coinage; and 
in favor of spending money liberally for 
seacoast and harbor defenses. 
W hat is to become of the Democracy? 
Stanford votes against a railroad corpora­ 
tion: refuses to join the gold-bugs, is not a 
Mormon, and even goes so far as to advo­ 
cate naval improvements, for the sugges­ 
tion of which the great party of the un­ 
washed is still worshiping before the Til­ 
den idol of Gramercy Park. 
It looks as 
if this particular Senator from California 
were proving to be a bigger and a better 
man than the Democracy “put him lip” to 
be. 
The truth is, Stanford is one of the ablest 
men California has ever sent to the United 
States Senate. He does not want money, 
but is anxious to conclude his life in a 
m anner to render him deserving of lasting 
gratitude from the people of this State! 
His public life is aimed to be for the bene­ 
fit of the people he represents, and the op­ 
position cannot pull him down. There is 
less probability in the success of any 
movement to destroy his usefulness and 
credit to California, that in the suggestion 
to make him the next President.

P e r c e n ta g e . 
The reckoning of percentages, like the 
minus sign in algebra, is a constant stum ­ 
bling block to the novice. Even experi­ 
enced newspaper writers often 
become 
muddled when they attem pt to speak of it. 
The ascending scale is easy enough. Five 
added to 20 is a gain of 25 per c en t; given 
any sum of iigures the doubling of it is an 
advance 100 per cent. But the moment the 
change is a decreasing calculation the inex­ 
perienced mathematician betrays himself, 
and even the expert is apt to stumble or go 
astray. An advance from 20 to 25 is an in­ 
crease of 25 per; cen t ; but the reverse of 
this, that is, a decline from 25 to 20, is a 
decrease of only 20 per cent. There are 
many persons, otherwise intelligent, who 
cannot see why the reduction of 150 to 100 
is not a decrease of 100 per cent, if an ad­ 
vance from 50 to 100 is an increase ot 100 
per cent. 
The other day an 
article 
which 
had 
been 
purchased 
for 
10. 
cents a pound was resold at 30 cents 
—a profit of 200 per cent.; thereupon a 
writer in chronicling the sale said that at 
the beginning of the recent depression sev­ 
eral invoices of the same class of goods, 
which had cost over 30 cents per pound, 
had been finally sold at 10 cents per pound 
—a loss of over loo percent. Of course, 
there cannot be a decrease or loss of over 
100 per cent., because that loss wipes out 
the whole of the iu vestment. An advance 
from 10 to 30 is a gain of 200 per cent; but a 
decline from 30 to 10 is a loss of only «Gjj 
pgr cent. The New York Sun, says the 
journal from which we quote, prides itself 
on the exactness and purity of its style, 
ami indulges in frequent criticisms of" its 
contemporaries; but in the description of 
the recent great orchid sale, it affirms that 
“some of the higher-priced plants brought 
150 per cent, less than had been paid for 
them." Of course, if nothing was realized 
front them the loss would only be 100 per 
cent, less than they cost. 


T e l e g r a p h in g 
fro m M o v in g T r a in s .— 
The Phelps induction system of telegraph­ 
ing front moving trains will, undoubtedly, 
prove to become a very valuable invention, 
and a new and im portant factor in securing 
greater safety in railroad traveling. The 
cost of applying the system is very small, 
not exceeding $50 to $100 per mile, accord­ 
ing to the character of the wire used, and 
the m anner of putting it down. 
The 
cheapest, and generally a perfectly practical 
way of adjusting the" wires is to support 
them by insulators upon the ties, about 
three inches outside and just below the 
surface of the rail. The coil upon the car 
which is to take up signals from the line, 
will be just outside of the wheels. A more 
expensive way is to place the wire in a 
wooden box for more perfect protection 
from accident or breakage, or other inter­ 
ference. Cost, $150 per mile. 
The induc­ 
tion can be almost as readily taken up 
from a wire thus protected, as front a naked 
wire. 
The invention has fairly passed 
from its experimental - stage, and is now in 
process of practical trial. But the intro­ 
duction of so im portant aD innovation 
upon existing methods of operating trains 
cannot be accomplished hastily, and it will 
probably take time to bring about its gen­ 
eral adoption, even after its entire success 
has been fully anil practically demon­ 
strated.

M e r c h a n t N a v ie s 
o f t h e W o r l d .— A 
comparative Cable of the strength of the 
merchant navies of the world, which has 
just been published in France, shows that 
Great Britain possesses 22,500 trading ves­ 
sels, with an aggregate tonnage of 11.200,­ 
000 tons. Of these vessels. 4,049 are steam­ 
ers, with a tonnage of 5,919,000 tons, or 
rather more than one-half the grand total 
ot burden. The United States makes a 
ven- bad second, with 0,000 sail and 2.700,­ 
000 tons. Norway has 4,200 vessels, with 
1.500.000 to n s; and Germany, which comes 
immediately after her, has 3,000 sail, with 
a total of 1,400,000 tons : France, Italy and 
Russia bring up the rear, each with less 
than 3,000 vessels. 
The proportion of 
steamers is, however, of greater importance 
than the total number of ships engaged in 
trade, and in this regard France stands sec­ 
ond. although she has but 458 steamers, of 
667.000 tons in all, to England's 4,649. Ger­ 
many presses her closely with 420 steamers 
aud 476,000 tons.

These ashes 
hardened, and although the bodies, with 
the exception of a few bones, entirely- 
disappeared in the course of ages, the hol­ 
low places left in the ashes were exactly 
the shape of the forms-and features of the 


persons who had been there. An inge­ 
nious Italian contrived the idea of boring 
into these hollow molds and filling them 
up with liquid plaster of Paris. W hen 
this 
became 
dry 
and 
hard, 
the 
ashes were removed, and there were 
the plaster images of the persons who 
had been overtaken and destroyed before 
they could escape from that terrible storm 
of hot ashes, which came down in quanti­ 
ties sufficient to cover a whole city from 
sight. In some of these figures the fea­ 
tures are very distinct, and we can even 
distinguish the texture ot their clothes, 
and the rings upon their fingers. There 
are eight of these figures—men, women, 
aud girls, besides the cast of a large dog.

T h e C o f f e e T r e e .—Now that Ireautiful- 
leaved plants are so justly popular, and in 
such constant request for drawing-room 
decoration, it is surprising that the coffee 
tree of commerce (eoffea Arabica) is not 
made use of. 
We see it now and then in 
nurserymen’s greenhouses, but seldom any­ 
where else, and yet there are few evergreen 
sli#ubs more ornamental, and very few 
that are better adapted for tlie adornm ent 
of the sitting-room. An average tempera­ 
ture of seventy degrees in summer, and 
sixty degrees in winter, will be found quite 
sufficient; and if the plant is put in a warm 
corner in the room over a kitchen fire on 
frosty nights no harm will come to it. The 
best soil for planting is a m ixture of peat 
and loam. The drainage must be thor-. 
ough, the supply of water abundant, and 
the roots m ust have plenty of room. The 
coffee tree in a young state is well worth 
growing for the sake of its bright green 
leaves, fragrant, jasamine-like white blos­ 
soms, and berries changing from green to 
red.

SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


L iqrip F u e l f o r t h e N a v y.— Another 
experiment is being made at Portsmouth 
with the object of determining the practi­ 
cability of applying liquid fuel as a steam 
generator to nien-of-war. .The fuel con­ 
sists of creosote, which is at present procu­ 
rable at a penny a gallon. 
It is contained 
in a tank, and is kept at a uniform tem per­ 
ature and consistency by steam coils inside 
the tank, from which ú is forced into the 
furnace by means of steam injectors. No 
engine is used- in tiie present experiment, 
wliicb is confined to comparing the re­ 
spective values of a pound of the liquid 
fuel as evaporators of water. So far the 
system has proved superior to others pre­ 
viously tried, and it is believed that the 
difficulties in the way of tlie use of liquid 
fuel are in a fair way of being overcome. 
[London Field. 


L em o n s f o r " B il io u s n e s s .” — The lem­ 
on treatm ent of biliousness is quite fash­ 
ionable at present. 
Most people know the 
benefit of lemonade before breakfast, but 
few know that it is more than doubled by 
taking»another at night also. The way to 
get the better of the bilious system without 
blue [>ills and other drugs, is to take the 
juice of one, two or three lemons, as appe­ 
tite craves, in as much iced water as makes 
it pleasant to drink without sugar, before 
going to bed. 
In the morning on rising, at 
leas! half an hour before breakfast, take 
the juice of one lemon in a goblet of water. 
People must not irritate the stomach by 
eating lemons clear, hut diluted properly, 
so that it does not irritate the throat, anil, 
taken on an empty stomach, the improve­ 
ment is marked.—[Medical World. 


E x po r t 
o f L o c o m o t iv e s.—The United 
States is now sending abroad about $3,000,­ 
000 worth of locomotives per annum , the 
total value of those exported in the last 
fiscal year being $2.819,946. This, ut an 
average of $10,000 each, represented about 
200 engines. In the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1882, the number of engines shipped did 
not 
exceed 
133, the 
estimated 
value 
being 
$1,457,717. 
Of the 282 locomo­ 
tives exported from the United States in 
1883-84, 65 went to the Argentine Repub­ 
lic, 49 to the United States of Colombia and 
Panama, 34 to Mexico, 32 to Brazil, 27 to 
the Dominion ut Canada, 19 to Chile. 14 to 
Australia, 13 to Central America, 14 to 
Cuba, 6 to Spain, 3 to San Domingo, 3 to 
Sweden, 2 to Venezuela, and 1 to England. 


E l e c t r ic I n sec ts.—Certain insects seem 
to possess the remarkable and little under­ 
stood “ electric’’ power of the electric eel. 
Gen. Davis, of the British army, received a 
shock from a wheel-bug that paralyzed his 
arm for a considerable time, red nihrks be­ 
ing left on his hand 
as 
impressions 
of the insect's feet. This peculiarity is 
also mentioned by Kirby and Spence, 
and

nous beetles. Such a shock was given by 
an unknown caterpillar picked up by Cap­ 
tain Blakecev that his entire right side be­ 
came paralyzed, and be was dangerously ill 
for a long time.

The schools of Austria have been for­ 
bidden using paper ruled in square or di­ 
agonal lines, as such paper lias been found 
to injure the eyesight of pupils.

only [taper plain or ruled straight across is 
to be employed. 
The curious and remarkable discovery is 
reported that a South American shrub 
called “ aliza” exudes a juice which acts 
so powerfully in stopping the flow ef 
blood that when a knife is smeared with it 
and used for surgical operations the largest 
vessels may be severed without any hem ­ 
orrhage. 
The thirty-inch object glass of the new 
telescope at Pulkowa, the greatest refractor 
in the world, has been carefully tested, and 
so excellent have been its performances 
that the rarely bestowed tributes of the hon­ 
orary gold medal of the Russian Empire 
has been conferred upon its makers—the 
Messrs. Clark of Cambridge, Mass. 
A fine skeleton of the sea cow (Rhylina 
giga*) has just been procured from Behr­ 
ing s Island for the British Museum. As 
recently as 1741 this large but harmless an ­ 
imal, measuring some thirty-five feet in 
length and weighing from three to four 
tons, was quite abundant off the shores of 
Alaska and Kamschatka, bnt has now be­ 
come totally extinct. 
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HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Peter Henderson says that the flavor and 
crispness of all celeries will be increased if 
tlie stems are soaked in ice-cold water fora 
short time before serving on the table. 
It is wise, if you are going to put English 
currants into cake, to dry them on a cloth 
by the fire after washing them, as some­ 
times the cold water will cause the cake to 
fall. 
A nice dish for breakfast or for tea is 
made of sweet potatoes boiled. Remove 
the skins, rub the potatoes through a coarse 
colander, make into fiat cakes, dip into 
flonr and fry in hot butter. 
Graham mush is a good substitute for 
rich pudding on some occasions. 
Make 
just as you do comment m i- h, but add a 
few berries or raisins or English currants. 
Serve witli milk and sugar. 
Many cooks consider it a great improve­ 
m ent upon ordinary apple sauce which is 
to be served with roast goose or with pork 
to rub it through a colander, and then to 
beat it with a spoon until it is very light 
and almost like a pulp. 
Fine chicken salad is made in this m an­ 
ner : Take a boiled chicken and chop mod­ 
erately fine; a bunch of celery chopped 
into pieces the size of a 25-cent piece. 
For 
dressing, take the yolks of two hard-boiled 
eggs: sprinkle lightly with salt; two tea­ 
spoonfuls of mustard (m ixed): as you turn 
this over pour in awineglassful of salad oil, 
afterward 
half a wineglass of vinegar. 
Pour this over the celery and chicken. 
To make eocoanut cake cut up and wash 
a large cocoanut and grate as much as will 
weigh a pound. 
Beat twelve eggs very 
light, and then beat into them alternately 
a pound ot powdered loaf sugar and the 
grated eocoanut, adding a handful of sifted 
wheat flour. Stir in a glass of white wine 
and a grated nutmeg. Having beaten the 
whole very hard,butter a large tin pan, put 
in the m ixture and bake it. Or it may be 
baked in little tins. Grate sugar over it 
when cold. 


R e l ic s 
o f ( , F“ \ i n C o o k .—The New 
Soath Wales Government has purchased 
the coin pass used hy Captain C o o k in the 
ship Endeavor on his first voyage around 
the world, and the famous navigator’s grog 
flask. These interesting relics are to be 
placed on view in the Sydney Museum. 
The compass is in a good state of preserva­ 
tion. It is inclosed in w hat is represented 
as the original oak case in which it rested 
when it was kept in the cabin of the E n­ 
deavor at the time Captain Cook was sur­ 
veying on the coasts of New Zealand and 
Australia in 1768-69, and it bears the name 
of the m aker and a certificate to the effect 
that it lias been examined and found to be 
rightly constructed. The grog flask is a 
yery unwieldly and curiously formed arti­ 
cle. 
Its shape is oval, and in size is about 
twelve inches long by three or lour in 
diam eter; but the niostsingular feature of 
tlie flask is that, though made of glass, it is 
encased iu sheet iron.

THE LADY IN WHITE. 


There are few persons nowadays who 
■would even affirm themselves to be believ­ 
ers in ghosts. Those pale, sheeted figures, 
w ith their hollow eyes, cavernous voice and 
ghastly laugh, that used to haunt the lonely 
churchyards at “ the very witching time of 
night,” must have lived only in the imagi­ 
nation of our ancestors, or else they have 
tired of their nocturnal antics and are now 
satisfied to rem ain quietly in their ap­ 
pointed home, the tomb. However thi: 
m ay be, we have not all of us, as yet, extir 
pated entirely from our natures these super­ 
stitious tendencies of our progenitors. A 
istrange sound, heard at dead of night, 
aw akens something more than curiosity in 
n s : bad dreams sometimes disturb our 
peace of mind with the fear that they are 
forew arnings; m any of us have our lucky 
and uniuckv daj's in the calendar. 
We 
stoutly m aintain our want of faith in the 
unnatural, and yet we involuntarily start 
at its apparent manifestation. 
There is certainly something unaccount­ 
able in m any of the current stories about 
signs, forewarnings, and peculiar manifest­ 
ations, from the fact that they are told by 
perfectly reliable persons. 
A friend of 
mine, whom I know to he a person of the 
strictest veracity, once told me of a rem ark­ 
able incident that occurred in his own 
fam ily. His little sister was taken ill one 
evening, but no one considered her malady 
dangerous. After supper, along about 8 
o'clock, as they were sitting in the sick­ 
room, talking, they heard suddenly what 
seemed to be a kitten mewing. It did not 
sound like au ordinary feline cry, but a 
long, low, piteous wail, "apparently coming 
from under the bed. They were startled, for 
they knew that there was no cat in the bouse, 
and. as the bed-chamber was on the second 
floor, they felt sure that it could not have 
been an animal in the street which had 
deceived them . The family sat in silence 
for a few moments, looking blanklv at one 
another, when suddenly the sound was 
repeated, only in a more sorrowful, awful 
tone than before, yet coming from the same 
source. Thereupon my friend said betook 
a lamp and looked under the bed and 
searched the room, thinking, of course, 
that a kitten might possibly have struved 
into the house during th e’ day and been 
shut into that room by accident. Naught 
resulted from his efforts save an increase of 
th e mystery. Again the cry was repeated, 
and this tim e it brought with itself tear to 
all the listeners. They instituted a search 
of the house from garret to cellar. They 
explored every closet and every nook and 
cranny, from one end to the other, without 
finding anything unusual. It was a clear, 
m oonlight night, and any object outside of 
the house could be seen readily, but no 
discovery was made in that direction, 
though the search was conducted stealth­ 
ily, for fear of disturbing the creature 
sought. 
W hen they returned to the sick­ 
room everything was quiet. H ardly had 
they seated themselves before the wierd 
voice broke forth in a more niournful 
strain, longer and louder, and then it 
died away by degrees into stillness. At 
this point the mother screamed, “ My 
child!” and rushed to the bedside. The 
little girl was gasping and choking for 
breath. 
Death had seized upon her. She 
struggled for a few moments and then 
passed away. 
Dut her last hard-drawn 
breath, as it escaped from the almost life­ 
less body, rattled in the throat and pro­ 
duced exactly the same cry which had 
startled and terrified the family during 
the evening. 
The child had appeared 
perfectly natural up to the time when the 
m other first noticed a change and partici­ 
pated in the fear occasioned bv the strange 
sound. 
I have heard another well authenticated 
story about two sisters who were sitting 
together one afternoon in a room, engaged 
w ith their needlework, when one of them 
chanced to glance down at her sister's feet 
and saw that the sun, streaming in aslant 
at the window, had paiuted there upon the 
floor the perfect shape of a coffin. 
The 
voung lady gave a shrill scream, and, as 
Ler companion looked up, her eyes fell 
upon the same spot, and -die exclaimed : 
“ Mary, 1 shall not live long!” 
True 
enough ; she was taken down with a fever 
the next day and died within a week. 
The incident to which I would attach 
the above title, “ The I.ady in W hite,’’ was 
related to me by a gentleman who wit­ 
nessed the occurrence. 
Ho was a person 
entirely lacking in his make-up the super­ 
stitious elem ent; and, though he could not 
explain the phenomenon and believed it a 
delusion, he vouched for the truth of his 
having seen the same. H e told his narra­ 
tive as follows : 
“ It was hack in the thirties, and I was 
visiting my brother, who lived with his 
family in the town of C 
. They had 
one child, a daughter, then grown to wom­ 
anhood, who attended the academy in the 
neighboring town, but who had" just re­ 
turned home for her sum mer vacation. A 
young lady of talent, hut beautiful and 
accomplished, she was the idol of her 
parents, as well as the pride of the com­ 
m unity. 
Everyone acknowledged her su­ 
periority. though she herself never evinced 
by her manners a consciousness of her 
worth. She had a tine voice for singing, 
was something of an artist, and a good con­ 
versationalist ; but, above all, sue had a 
pleasing and attractive way, which en­ 
deared her to all her neighbors and com­ 
panions. 
Young, gay. and with the bloom 
of health upon her cheek, she seemed to 
give promise of long days, and of becoming 
a stay and comfort to her parents’ declin­ 
ing years. 
" O n e afternoon during my stay, my 
brother's wife in company with her sister 
went for a drive to one of the neighboring 
towns. On their return they took a dif­ 
ferent route lrom the one they had fol­ 
lowed outward, and which, when within 
about a half mile of their home, led over a 
long, open bridge. 
W hen they reached 
the end of this bridge and were about to 
enter, Helen, for that was the sister's 
name, inquired: 
‘Who is 
that vo.ung 
lady, dressed in white, who is crossing the 
road at the other end of the bridge” 
Her 
companion looked and exclaimed: ‘W hy, 
that is our.lane, sure enough: and I wonder 
what has brought her out here.' 
There­ 
upon they quickened the horse's speed; 
but when 
they 
arrived at the place 
w here 
they 
had 
seen 
the 
young 
girl 
pass. 
she 
could 
not 
be 
found. They called her name to no pur­ 
pose ; they descended from the carriage 
and made a little search in the immediate 
vicinity, thinking she m ight have hidden 
for sp o rt; finally, deciding that they had 
been mistaken in their vision, tliev contin­ 
ued on their way and thought nothing 
more of the matter. W hen they reached 
home, the daughter was there and informed 
them., upon inquiry, that she had not been 
away from the house during the afternoon. 
This convinced them effectually of their 
mistake. 3nd no superstitious fears w hat­ 
ever troubled them, for they had never 
given credence to that belief in spirits and 
ghosts which so many persons cherished 
in those times. 
•‘ In the evening, or about twilight of the 
sanie day. we all sat grouped around the 
supper-table, intently engaged in conversa­ 
tion. when the father happened to glance 
toward the window, and 
quickly 
ex­ 
claimed. ' Who is that ?' W e turned in 
surprise, for the tone of his voice startled 


u s ; and we were amazed and terrified by 
that which greeted our eyes. The gath­ 
ering dusk was already beginning to ob­ 
scure the landscape, and to give a bazv 
appearance to external objects; but we 
could see distinctly a white-robed form 
moving along the street. It did not walk— 
rather it seemed to flit noiselessly without 
effort; there was an ethereal, vapory light­ 
ness in its motions, which would have pro­ 
claimed it a thing ot a ir; and yet the out­ 
lines of a woman’s figure and habit were 
clearly defined, even to the facial linea­ 
ments and the head-dress ; we could almost 
detect a smile playing about the features. 
Slowly, silently it glided by, and descend­ 
ing a slight declivity, on whose brow the 
house stood, it passed on until it came to a 
little church-yard in the valley ; then turn­ 
ing aside it entered, floated about among 
the graves for a moment, and then van­ 
ished. 
“ Horror-struck, we had watched this 
strange apparition from the window ; no 
one could speak from very fear and won­ 
der. At length the mother shrieked, ‘ My 
daughter! my daughter!’ and fainted in 
my arms. She had recognized the phan­ 
tom of the bridge, and seen again in its 
dress, form and look the image of her 
daughter. Fortunately the young lady in 
question was not a witness of this strange 
scene. Just before the appearance of the 
specter, she had gone upstairs to find a 
picture which she wished to show me, 
and was still engaged in her search when 
the cry of her mother brought her hastily 
back to the room. 
We had the presence of 
mind to conceal front her the cause of this 
disturbance. We gave her a plausible ex­ 
cuse for her mother’s fainting, and she was 
satisfied. But our secret worried us all, 
and we awaited sorrowfully, and with fear­ 
ful apprehensions, the course’which events 
might take. We felt that we had been 
warned of a coming death. 
“ In a few weeks from that time we no­ 
ticed the beginning of the change which 
would bring inevitably the dreaded result. 
The flower, once so roseate and blooming, 
showed signs of coming waste and decay ; 
its brightness gradually vanished. Through 
the long, sultry summer months she lived, 
the 
light 
and 
agile 
step 
faltering 
by 
degrees, 
the 
clear 
and 
ringing 
voice growing weak 
and 
trem ulous; 
sometimes iu the morning the 
pict­ 
ure of health, in the afternoon showing 
iu her hectic cheek and clear eye a coun­ 
tenance so beautifully angelic, and yet so 
deathlike. 
Often at eventide she was 
seen at her chamber window, which ovei- 
looked a splendid panorama of mountain, 
hill and valley, sitting and watching the 
sunset clouds as they builded of them ­ 
selves gilded palaces of beauty in the 
western sky, while she sang in plaintive 
accents sweet'hymns of praise, or in trem­

The great work oí building the Califor­ 
nia and Oregon Railroad is little appre­ 
ciated by the people of California and 
wholly unknown to the people of the East. 
Its great importance tu th is State is as little 
appreciated as is the immensity of the 
work to be performed, and the great cost of 
construction. A trip over the route from 
Redding to the present terminus, some 
miles above Delta, is not only one of the 
tuost magnificent in respect to scenery on 
this coast, but is convincing of the fact that 
the projectors and builders are entitled to 
the greatest credit in thus opening up a 
line of commercial communication be­ 
tween the States of California and Oregon, 
through a mountainous wilderness coun­ 
try, trusting to the future for compensation 
for the large am ount of capital sunk and 
labor expended. At Redding the road en­ 
ters the narrow canyon, cut through the 
solid granite of the everlasting mountains 
by the Rio Sacramento, winding along the 
sides of .perpendicular, precipitous m oun­ 
tain sides, where a goat could hardly iiud 
footing. Four times the road crosses the 
river between Redding and Delta, by well- 
constructed bridges, with granite abut­ 
ments, built in the most substantial and 
costly manner—one of the bridges being of 
iron. Besides these, there are numerous 
bridges across the streams flowing into the 
Sacramento river, all built in the same 
costly and substantial manner. Besides all 
this, between Redding and Delta, a dis­ 
tance of some thirty miles, the mountains 
are pierced by seven tunnels of dirterent 
lengths, the cost of which must have been 
immense. 
But all these difficulties en­ 
countered and overcome by the great rail­ 
road builders, constitute but a mere baga­ 
telle when compared with what stares 
them in the face as they push northward— 
for at Delta the real great work of the route 
commences. Did this road run through a 
populous couutry there might be some in­ 
ducements to these men to spend their 
money in grappling with the gigantic 
mountains and canyons of the rugged 
Sierras; but when we take into consideration 
the fact that the road runs for a hundred 
and fifty miles through a howling wilder­ 
ness, we can appreciate the enterprise of 
these 
incomparable 
railroad 
builders. 
Costly as this work has been, that is not 
the only difficulty the builders have to en­ 
counter. During the present winter they 
have had to overcome floods and slides ail 
along the route. One single piece of road 
washed awav by the storms of December 
last cost over $20,000 to rebuild. And this 
is only one instance. If any one supposes 
that railroad building through the Sierra 
Nevada mountains is child’s play a visit to 
the scene will dispossess the mind of any 
such notions. 
. 
The advantages California will receive 
from the completion of this great highway 
of travel and commerce are untold. 
Had 
this road been built ten years ago, or even 
five years ago—and it "could and would 
have been built hut for tbfe lack of interest 
taken in the great work by the people ot 
this S tate; and, worse than that, the war 
made by the people of the State on all rail­ 
roads. threatening confiscation and even 
destruction—we say, had this road been 
built and constructed, as it should have 
been done years ago, California would not 
to-day be complaining of the less of the 
Oregon and A\ ashington Territory trade. 
The people of this State can thank them ­ 
selves for this loss aud consequent stagna­ 
tion of California. 
But this is not all. The cranks are still 
at their foul work attempting even now to 
stop the construction of this road. The 
point of assault now is an attempt to have 
the land grant to this road forfeited. As 
an inducement for the construction of this 
most difficult road through a wilderness 
country, Congress granted the company 
buildiug the road the usual quantity of 
lands as part compensation for the great 
undertaking. Admitting that the road was 
not completed within the time specified in 
the Act granting the land, this does not 
change the justness or the principle of the 
Act. 
To torfeit the grant upon a mere 
technicality, now that the work is being 
pushed with energy and at an immense 
cost, with a certainty of completion within 
the n e it year and a half, would he simply 
an outrage—and no honest man would 
seek to take advantage of such a techni­ 
cality. Even the land grant is such a poor 
inducement for the construction through 
such a country that there is not a business 
man in thisState.or combination of business 
men who would, or could, have been in­ 
duced to tackle the enterprise, save the 
great railroad builders of the coast. 
If 
Congress should listen to the proposition 
and forfeit the grant, it might even now 
stop the work, and the further completion 
of the road be abandoned. 
We believe 
Congress will take a more sensible and just 
view of this important matter to the people 
of this State, and extend the time for com­ 
plying with the Act two years, that the 
great thoroughfare between "California and 
our northern neighbors may be completed.

SWEET NOTES FOR YOUNG PEOPLE. 
For the enjoyment of the young and to 
give them a little pleasure for a w inter’s 
evening, I will tell them how to make sev­ 
eral kinds of confectionery, which, with 
care not to scorch while cooking, will be 
just as nice as can be bought ot the regu­ 
lar m anufacturer: 
Molasses Candy—This is the way to make 
the molasses candy of our gradñniothers’ 
tim e : One quart of molasses, and butter 
the size of. an egg. 
Boii over a brisk fire 
till it will harden when droppedjinto water. 
Add one teaspoonfui of carbonate of soda 
to make it white and brittle, and when al­ 
most done one teaspoonful of essence of 
wintergreen. To lie pulled while warm, 
with buttered hands, and cut in sticks. 
Lemon Drops—Upon one-half a pound of 
powdered sugar pour just enough lemon 
juice to dissolve it, and boil to the consist­ 
ency of thick svrup. 
Drop this on plates, 
and put it in a warm place to harden. 
By­ 
using raspberry syrup instead of lemon 
juice you have raspberry drops. 
Coeoanut Drops—Boil together four cups 
of water, two and a half pounds of fine 
white sugar, four spoonfuls of vinegar and 
a piece of butter the size of an egg, till 
thick, or nearly an hour. Just before re­ 
moving from the fire stir in one cup of 
desiccated coeoanut, and lay in small, flat 
cakes, on buttered plates, to cool and 
harden. 
Boston Caramels—One pint Baker’s grated 
chocolate, one pint ot New Orleans mo­ 
lasses, one-half a cup of milk, a piece of 
butter the size of a small egg, and vanill i 
flavor. Boil about twenty-five minutes. It 
should not be so brittle as other candies. 
Pour in buttered tins, and mark in squares 
deeply with a knife. 
Chocolate Cream Drops—Mix one-half a 
cup of cream with two of white sugar. Boil 
and stir full five minutes. Set the dish into 
another of cold water, and stir until it be­ 
comes h a rd ; then make into small balls 
about the size of marbles, and with a fork 
roll each one separately in the chocolate, 
which has in the meantime been melted in 
a bowl over the boiling tea-kettle. 
Put on 
brown paper to cool. Flavor with vanilla, 
if liked. This am ount makes about fifty- 
drops. 
Marshmallow Paste—Dissolve half a 
pound of white gum arabic in one pint of 
water ; strain, and add half a pound of fine 
sugar, and place over the fire, stirring con­ 
stantly till the syrup is dissolved and all is 
of the consistency of honey ; then add grad­ 
ually the whites "of four eggs, well beaten ; 
stir the m ixture till it becomes somewhat 
thin and does not adhere to the finger. 
Pour all into a pan slightiy dusted with 
powdered starch, and when cool divide into 
small squares. Flavor to the taste just be­ 
fore pouring out. 
Nut Candy—Boil two pounds of brown 
sugar, half a pint of water, and one gill of 
molasses until it will harden when cool; 
then add the meats of the nuts, and allow 
to cool aud harden on fiat plates. 
ButterScotch—Boil together for half an 
hour one spoonful of water, two of butter, 
tour of molasses and nine of sugar. Stir 
briskly, and cool in thin sheets. 
Cream Candy—Place a large cupful of 
granulated sugar in a porcelain kettle with 
three sponfuls of water ; let it slowly dis­ 
solve ; then boil briskly till it will crisp in 
water. Stir in a teaspoonfui of rose ex­ 
tract and half a teaspoonfui of cream of 
tartar. Pour into a buttered platter, and 
when cool work it until it is perfectly 
white. Cut it in long strips and set away 
to cool.—[Christian Union.

Professor H uxley says : 
“ Id o not say 
tha' knowledge is not an extremely good 
th in g ; but if a m a n is to make a good 
workman, or to do anything in practical 
life, you must give hiui an education that 
fits him for the conditions of life with 
which he has to deal, and you will give 
him an education by tilling his head with 
a num ber of intellectual abstractions, or 
even by giving him the largest acquaint­ 
ance with scientific principles. 
And I 
think it is a profound mistake, considering 
the career to which the majority of artisans 
ot persons in that class of life ure neces­ 
sarily bound, ever to take them out of the 
wholesome disciplina of practical contact 
with the realities of life, for the mere sake 
of giving to them a greater or loss am ount 
of knowledge. A man who is inclined to 
do so may always pick up knowledge 
and he may 
do so at the same time 
that he 
is getting 
his education, in 
the highest sense of the word, out of his 
contact with the realities of his daily life; 
but if you make a book-worm of him, if 
you take him away from all that contact 
with reality and turn him back afterwards 
into it, he has lost touch of life. I have had 
to do with m ankind in many stations in 
life, and it seems to me that what is wanted 
in a foreman is a man of energy, punctual­ 
ity, business habits, and power of dealing 
with men, all of which things are not to 
be got out of books or laboratory work. 
These qualifications are the most essential 
qualifications in a foreman, and what you 
want besides in such a man is not book 
learning, hut an intelligence sufficiently 
trained to be able to deal with new condi­ 
tions, and an am ount of knowledge suffi­ 
cient to enable him to know where to go 
and find more if he wants it.” 


L in c o ln a n d G r a n t, 
In General Grant’s descriptive account of 
“Preparing tor the W ilderness Campaign,”

All he wanted, or 
had ever wanted, was some one who would 
take the responsibility and act, and call on 
him for all the assistance needed, pledging 
himself to use all the power of the Govern­ 
ment in rendering such assistance.

ing him that 1 would do the best I could 
with the means at hand, and avoid as far 
as possible annoying him or the W ar De- 
[tartment, our first interview ended. 
“ The Secretary of W ar I had met once 
before only, but felt that I knew hyn bet­ 
ter. W hile commanding in West Tennes­ 
see we had occasionally held conversations 
over the wires at night, when they were 
not being otherwise used. He ami General 
Halleck both cautioned me against giving 
the President my plans of campaign, say­ 
ing that be w-as so kind-hearted, so averse 
from refusing anything asked of him, that 
some friend would be sure to get from him 
all he knew.

A V o lc a n o l l c n e a t h tlie S e a . 
Captain Robert M. Lavender, of the 
schooner Alice Montgomery, whicli arrived 
at this port on Friday with a cargo ot ice 
from Kennebec. Me., reported an interest­ 
ing incident. He states that on the ISih of 
October, four days before arriving at New 
Orleans and southward of Rebecca shoals, 
in the extreme eastern portion of the Gulf 
of Mexico, he passed through an extensive 
tract of fish, dead and dying. As far as the 
eye could reach this spectacle met the gaze, 
and the vessel sailed through it for twenty 
miles. The fish were of great varieties; 
and another curious feature of the phe­ 
nomenon was ttiat the sea was yellowish 
and streaked on the surface with a yellow 
scum. The supposition that these fishes 
wc-re destroyed by some sudden visitation 
of an epidemic disease is scarcely reasona­ 
ble. Ot a variety of theories the most plau­ 
sible appears to be that which attributes 
the destruction of the fishes to the breaking 
out beneath the sea of volcanic m atter and 
poisonous gases destructive to the lives of 
marine animals exposed to them. Subma­ 
rine volcanoes are oy no means unknown. 
The fact of their existence has often been 
attested in disturbance of the ocean bot­ 
tom, cases of the sinking of coasts aud 
islands into the sea or of their elevation 
out of it being on record. The opening of 
rifts in submarine rocks through which 
poisonous sulphurous vapors are driven 
into the waters above, would be entirely in 
accord with the rule of new volcanic" ac­ 
tion.—[New Orleans Picayune. 


F o r e s t I n f l u e n c e o n C lim a te .—In a 
paper read before the Royal Meteorological 
Society of London Dr. Woeikof stated that 
the first steps towards a scientific investi­ 
gation of the influence of forests upon cli­ 
mate was taken by the establishment of the 
Bavarian forest 
meteorological stations. 
This example was followed by Germany, 
France, Switzerland, Italy and "other coun­ 
tries. In general, it has been found that 
during the warmer season the air and earth 
temperatures are lower in the forest than 
in neighboring woodless places; that their 
variations are less and that the relative hu­ 
midity is greater. A discussion of this 
question shows that iu the western portion 
of the Old Worid extensive forests mate­ 
rially influence the temperature of neigh­ 
boring localities, and that the normal in­ 
crease of temperature from the Atlantic 
ocean to the interior of the continent is not 
only interrupted by their agency, but they 
cause the summer to be cooler in regions 
situated further in the interior than those 
nearer the sea. 
Hence, forests exert an in­ 
fluence on climate which does not cease at 
their borders, but is felt over a greater or 
less district, according to the size, kind and 
positions of the forests. 
It follows from 
this that man may considerably affect the 
climate by clearing forests in one place and 
planting others in another.

INTERNATIONAL 
WHAT IT 
COPYRIGHT 
IS TO BE. 
AND 


T he international copyiiglit question is 
one of much concern before Congress just 
now. 
The impression prevails that it does 
not interest the masses, and relates only to 
th e author and publishing class. 
But this 
is error, for it in fact is a m atter of inter­ 
est to all readers, and the Americans are 
essentially readers. 
Moreover it affects a 
very considerable class of representative 
citizens, whose injury or prosperity in a 
greater or less degree relates to the well­ 
being of all others. 
A succinct statement 
of the issues 
concerning international 
copyright will therefore prove of general 
interest, and serve to still further inform 
the public mind. 
The Dorsheinter hill, 
introduced in the lower house of Congress 
in 1.881$, brought the subject prominently 
to public attention. 
It failed to get a 
hearing, and Mr. Hawley then introduced 
a sim ilar hill in the Senate. It, too, failed, 
and the fate of both hills was due to 
th e publishing influence, which insists that 
foreign copyright i>ooks shall lie printed in 
th is country. 
T hat is, the publishers 
printers, paper-makers and hinders are 
willing enough that a foreign author shall 
be granted exclusive right in America 
to the product of his brain, hut demand 
that his books so protected shall be print­ 
ed in this country. 
To this a portion of 
out writers object, because it will 
re­ 
suit in a like rule being applied to them 
abroad, and thus amounts to no grant at 
all to authors, foreign or domestic. 
Other 
authors are willing to agree to this pro­ 
viso. in order to secure some sort of a copy­ 
right law. 
The former division of writers, 
however, ask with much force: “ Why 
should a patent right be granted without 
the manufacturing proviso, to the inventor 
of a machiné, and l>e refused to the ‘in­ 
ventor’ of a book ?” 
The other side, rep­ 
resented by such men as Professor You- 
mans, George Parsons Lathrop, R. II. 
Stoddard and Allen Thorndike Riee, reply 
that nearly all European countries place a 
sim ilar “printing" restriction upon foreign 
copyright. To this the opposition answer: 
“ Itut by international agreement we propose 
to secure the abolition of this restriction 
that literature may lie absolutely free, and 
our printed books circulate as freely abroad 


a s foreign printed books may here.” Thev 
therefore propose that our Congress shall 
legislate to grant copyright to authors of 
other countries that concede a like right to 
authors of America—that is, to establish 
literary reciprocity. 
Senator Hawley’s 
bill is again before the Senate, and it rep­ 
resents the sentiment last mentioned. But 
Senator Chace has antagonized it with a 
bill containing the “ printing” clause. As 
the m atter now stands, our publishers may 
pirate any foreign publication, and the re­ 
sult is that the cheapest and worst exam­ 
ples of foreign literature are thrown upon 
o u r market in competition with the pro­ 
ducts of our own writers, and this, it is 
claim ed with much force, is working grave 
injury to our literary classes and demoral­ 
ising the public taste. 
It is also pointed 
out that this seizing u]>on the product of 
th e labor ot others for profit is a sjtecies of 
theft, disgraceful to us as a nation, and dis­ 
honest in whatever light it is viewed. 
Those standing out for copyright pure and 
sim ple have strong vantage ground also in 
th e fact that printers, binders and publish- 


e *s are protected sufficiently against Euro­ 
pean cheap printing by the 25 per cent, 
imposed upon foreign books. 
Now this 
statement fairly presents a question which 
a few years ago had no public attention, 
but is now a mo6t prominent one. 
The 
classes affected a re : First, the foreign au­ 
thors and publishers, who are prey to 
whomsoever chooses to appropriate their 
work. 
Second, the American printers, 
binders and paper-makers, who claim that 
if a foreign book is given copyright here, 
it is only fair that the book should be pro­ 
duced here by our own workmen and man­ 
ufacturers. 
Third, 
the 
imjiorters 
of 
Itooks, 
who 
want neither 
phase 
of 
copyright 
to 
obtain, 
for 
the 
one 
will 
kill 
their 
business, 
and 
the 
other 
will 
give 
it 
ovet; to a few 
powerful firms able to make terms with 
foreign authors and publishers. 
Fourth, 
the book-buyers of America, who have a 
right to buy books cheaply. 
Fifth, the 
American authors who have the same 
right to encouragement and protection as 
American inventors and by reciprocal 
copyright be protected from theft in for­ 
eign countries. 
These point out that re­ 
ciprocity will give the printers, bitders 
and paper-makers at home much more 
business hv increased circulation of their 
work abroad, while the home market for 
American I woks will he vastly increased, 
for the ability of the American author to 
secure the rewards of his genius abroad 
"Will lessen the margin of profit he is 
foreed to demand from the limited home 
consumption. 
All the probabilities are 
that if any measure on the subject becomes 
law by action of the present C'ongre s 
it will lie that having attached the print­ 
ing clause. 
To such a modification the 
American 
Copyright 
League, 
how­ 
ever, 
refuses 
to 
give 
its 
consent. 
W hile it is not representative of the senti­ 
ment of all authors and writers of promi­ 
nence, it carries much weight with it, but 
not enough to defeat the passage of such a 
bill. Our own belief is that the truest 
policy is that advocated by those in favor 
of unrestricted copyright, hut we confess 
that there is such strength in the opposing 
view as to carry with it the law-making 
powers. 
At least the modified measure 
will lie a vast improvement upon the pres­ 
ent system, and will take the sting out of 
Jam es Russell Lowell’s recent caustic com­ 
ment on the question: 
In vain we call old no tio n s fudge, 
A nd b en d o u rco n scien ce to ou r d e a lin g ; 
T he T en C om m andm ents w ill not budge, 
A nd stealin g unit co n tin u e stealiug. 


THE STORY 
OF A BRAVE WOMAN. 


Scandal and crawling suspicion got a rap 
over the knuckles the other day, out West, 
in a manner that ought to make all busy- 
bodies shudder. 
Farm er Harmon lives 
near Grand Rapids, Michigan. 
H e and 
his wife were supremely happy in the 
possession of each other, and of a home, 
and in the parental pride inspired by a 
large family of children. They have been 
married twenty-four years. 
Not long ago 
the wife disappeared. 
Gossip at once set 
about to divine the reason. 
In the ab­ 
sence of fact it conjured up suspicion, and 
soon around went the tale that old man 
Ilarm on had beaten his wife and driven 
her away—perhaps murdered «her—and 
presently the story of the murder was given 
with full details. 
Stories of their long 
domestic infelicity became rife ami grew 
in their cruelty as they m ultiplied in num­ 
ber, and the very atmosphere of the re­ 
gion was filled with awful brooding mys­ 
tery. 
A t last some one found out that the 
couple had a daughter living in Chicago, 
and suggested that perhaps the mother had 
gone to her. 
The Sheriff’ of the county 
was induced to telegraph to that city to 
ascertain, and back came 
the 
reply : 
“ Mother has not been seen here.” 
Then 
the goody-goodies were convinced of the 
crime of the farmer. 
But the Sheriff’re­ 
solved upon going straight to the man and 
plainly telling him what was said about 
him. 
And then a simple tale of truth 
blew all the fiction away. 
There had lieen 
no infelicity. 
The children were grown 
up and married and lived far away, save 
one, the youngest daughter. 
Years before 
when the family was young, diphtheria en­ 
tered the home and many members of the 
household 
fell 
before it. 
The health 
officials, to check the disease in that region, 
burned the man's house and its contents. 
T hat was a hard blow, and put him “ away 
back.” 
Everyone knows how hard, how 
very hard it is to recover lost ground when 
once ¡II fortune delivers a blow. 
True, 
kind neighbors built the farmer a new 
house, hut an indifferent one. 
H ard times 
came, crops failed ; the debts contracted in 
illness could not be wiped out, and so pr-is- 
l>erity left the good man's side. 
H e strug­ 
gled on. but things grew no better. 
There 
was some relief as the children were 
m arried off, 
hut the old 
couple still 
had a stout battle to fight. 
At last there 
was “ neither money ttor bread in the 
house.” 
Then the brave woman said : 
“ Father, you and our daughter remain 
here, there’ll he one mouth less to fill. 
I 
can work. 
I can get wages, for am I not a 
good housekeeper.” So the husband went 
with her to the d ep o t; there was a tearful 
parting,and then she hid herself in a great 
city, and won liouest wages and sent them 
hack week after week to help “ the old 
man,” said the farmer, and with them 
came sweet letters, overflowing with love 
and the courage of a brave heart. 
But 
lioth were proud, and they kept the knowl­ 
edge of their low estate to them selves; 
not even their children knew of it, and so 
they lalaired on and loved on, and the 
world was none the wiser for months, until 
gossip and slimy suspicion and meddling 
chatter broke rudely in upon them. 
Then 
the story had to be told. 
Now the busy 
tongues are stilled, and in all that region, 
men and women who mind their own 
business lift their faces up proudiv when 
good brave Mrs. Michael Harmon’s name 
is mentioned. 
Her plan has worked well. 
H er earnings and his labor on the farm 
are winning the battle, and with the spring 
flowers the dear old heart will come back 
to its home nest. 
Let the world pray 
that the remaining years may rest lightly 
on the couple, who by keeping their own 
affairs to themselves set the Michigan Paul 
Prvs at work. 
Had it at first occurred to 
any one to ask farmer Harmon where his 
wife had gone, what months of miserable 
suspicion might have been spared a now 
humbled community. Of course it was a 
false pride on the Harmons part, and this 
failure to volunteer their woes to the pub­ 
lic ear gave warrant for investigation. 
But how unjust suspicion does breed lies 


and provide food to feed the villainous 
progeny of scandal. 


THE QUESTION IN THE 
ISLATURE 
OHIO LEG- 


The issue as to whether the ruling of 
Lieutenant-Governor Kennedy, of Ohio, 
is correct in refusing to allow holders of 
contested seats in the Senate to vote on 
questions of organization and matters af­ 
fecting their legal status in the Senate, 
would appear to have been settled by par­ 
liamentary precedent. 
In 1839 therewere 
five contested seats from New Jersey in 
the lower house of Congress. 
The House 
was in the throes of organization, with a 
nearly even division of party forces, and 
all depending upon the right of the hold­ 
ers of the contested seats to vote. 
By a 
vote of 119 to 112 the decision was given 
against the claim of the contestants of the 
right to vote. 
In the Thirty-seventh Con­ 
gress this precedent was respected, as in­ 
deed it had been all along. 
In that Con­ 
gress (1860) there were contested seats, 
and Hon. Tliad Stevens of Pennsylvania, the 
great commoner, suggested that on organ­ 
ization questions the holders of the seats 
should not vote. To this the House agreed, 
and it was the order. No one even suggested 
that this was not right practice. 
In 1875 
Mr. Lamar, then on the floor of the House, 
referred to these precedents as having 
been crystallized into parliam entary law. 
The issue between Lieutenant-Governor 
Kennedy of Ohio and the four Hamilton 
county Democrats in the Senate, whose 
certificates are attacked as fra idulenl and 
the results of forgery and the meanest 
sort of corruption, is precisely that which 
was raised in Congress in 1839 and 1860. 
General Kennedy, as presiding officer of 
the Senate, on the call of the regular 
order, the trial of the Ham ilton county 
fraud cases, ruled that the holders of the 
seats contested in those cases could not vote 
upon the questions involved—an appeal 
from his decision that to take up the cases 
was in order, being taken. 
But the Clerk 
called their names and recorded the votes. 
The Chair erased the names and then de­ 
clared the result, i. e., that the C hair had 
been sustained. Thereupon the Democrats 
withdrew from the Senate, a motion to 
adjourn having been put by the Clerk and 
declared carried. 
But General Kennedy 
kept his seat, and refused to recognize a 
motion put by the usurping Clerk, and the 
Republican memliers remaining also in 
their seats, the Senate proceeded to adopt 
the rules for the trial of the ease, and at 
the conclusion adjourned. 
This is the is­ 
sue that was made January 25tli, and out 
of which have arisen all the troubles re­ 
ferred to by our dispatches. 
Since the 
25th of January there has been contention 
at Columbus, disgraceful and demoralizing, 
a rump Senate being set up, and defiant 
positions taken against constituted author­ 
ity. 
Now, however, an agreement has 
been reached. 
A committee has been 
united upon to proceed to Cincinnati and 
take the testimony in the cases of the al­ 
leged frauds, and both parties in the Sen­ 
ate agree to rest U |x > n their arms and ti» 
await the report of the committee. 


MR HENDRICKS’ TOUR OF INQUIRY. 


Mr. Hendricks, President of tiie State 
Board of Penology, expresses surprise at 
the fact disclosed during his recent visit to 
the East, that the members of the Prison 
Commissions know less about prison reform, 
and the methods of securing the great end 
at which society aims in secluding crim i­ 
nals in prison, than do the public charities 
Boards, the prison reform associations, and 
the philanthropic organizations that are 
devoted to a study of the reformation of 
criminals. 
The reason for this is clear. 
These philanthropists engage intheirw ork 
from purely humane impulses. 
The offi­ 
cial directors of prisons are crippled hv 
unyielding statutes, and are compelled to 
give so much attention to the routine of 
management that they cannot get out of 
the official groove. 
But in the case of the 
California Directors they act in a dual ca­ 
pacity. 
W hile as Directors they discharge 
routine duties imposed by the law, as a 
Penological Commission they have all the 
freedom of action and inquiry necessary to 
such a Board.' The latter body can study 
the whole question of reformation of the 
criminal, observe the course of discharged 
prisoners, exam ine into the experiences of 
all other States ; indeed, go theoretically 
and practically to the bottom of all human 
knowledge and experiment on the subject, 
and thus advise the people of the State as 
to the very best methods for attaining the 
end sought. As a Board of Directors it can 
then apply, so far as allowed by law, the 
remedies for prison ills. 
It is gratifying to learn that Mr. H en­ 
dricks returns from his official tour of in­ 
quiry deeply impressed with the necessity 
of separating tyros in crime from hardened 
offenders, and in m aking this separation so 
wide that a distinct and purely reforma­ 
tory institution will he necessary for juve­ 
nile criminals. 
A t Coldwater, Branch 
county, Mich., Mr. Hendricks found a 
model institution that comes very close to 
the idea so frequently advocated in the 


R e c o r d - U n i o s , that children criminally 
inclined shall not he treated as convicts, 
nor have attached to them the stigma of a 
penal institution, and which once affixed 
never can be obliterated. 
The reform 
school operates in the name of the State, 
upon very much the same plane as the 
Boys’ and Girls’ Aid Society of San Fran­ 
cisco, and the Massachusetts State Reform­ 
a t >rv. Under such a system the boys and girls 
who are being led, or driven by" surround­ 
ings into criminal careers, are gathered up 
by agents of the State, grouped at Cold- 
water, cared for, their dispositions studied, 
the trend of their minds ascertained, and 
then they are placed in homes in various 
parts of the State, under kind but firm 
masters, and every incentive held out to 
them to lead pure lives. 
The State main­ 
tains its watch and ward over these chil­ 
dren ; its agents visit and correspond with 
them ; they realize that they are under 
guardianship, that everything lieing done 
for them is kindly and wisely done, and 
that the sole aim is to give them opportu­ 
nity to become useful citizens and orna­ 
ments to society. 
Very rarely, indeed, is 
the State, either in 
Massachusetts or 
Michigan, deceived by such wards, and the 
percentage of those who pro i t incorrigible 
is exceedingly small. 
Under such a sys­ 
tem the odium of a jicnal institution, or of 
a reformatory, does not attach, and the 
rescued boy grows to manhood provided 
with the knowledge of some useful voca­ 
tion, and. so far as the world is concerned, 


without public knowledge obtaining that 
he ever was a reformatory waif. 
It is pre­ 
cisely such an institution that California 
needs—we certainly want no more so called 
industrial schools, such as the signal fail­ 
ure at San Francisco. 


A FOREIGN E8TIMATE. 


In the Circular of Information No. 3, 
issued from the Bureau of Education, De­ 
partm ent of the Interior, Washington, is 
an epitome of the invaluable report of the 
English Commission on Technical Instruc­ 
tion. 
In that pajier is reference to the 
rejiort of \ \ illiam Mather, who spent six 
months in the L'nited States by direction 
of the Commission, for the purpose of study­ 
ing our schools and factories. 
The Com­ 
missioners thus comment U|>on Mr. M ath­ 
er’s report to them, and in it we obtain a 
glimpse of the estimate of a foreigner of 
such progress as we have made in tech­ 
nical education : 


Mr. M ather assigns g reater influence on A m er­ 
ican m an u factu res to th e g en eral ed u catio n of 
th e A m erican people, derived from th e ir com ­ 
m on schools th a n to th e ir te c h n ica l schools th e 
im portance o f w hich U tter, how ever, in th e 
tra m u g of civil engineers has been ex p erienced 
tor tom e years, th o u g h it has only m ore recen tly 
becom e recognized by those w ho are engaged in 
m ech an ical en g in eerin g a n d in m etallu rg ical 
nnd m an u factu rin g establishm ents o f various 
kinds. 
T ins recognition is, how ever, now be­ 
com ing u niversal. 
A decided preference is be­ 
ing given in th e U nited S tates for th e positions 
ol m anagers a n d heads o f d ep artm en ts to p er­ 
sons w ho h av e received a scientific tra in in g in 
a te c h n ica l school, a n d th e p lan is followed in 
these schools o f com bining instruction in " ap­ 
plication ’ w ith instruction in pure science. Al- 
conditions ol* A m erican industry 
d in e r in m any respects from o u r ow n, th ere can 
be no d oubt th a t we m ay d eriv e great ad v an tag e 
lrom a careful study of w hat is being done in 
th e w ay o f tech n ical instru ctio n in th e L’nited 
States. 


H e is more than foolish who shuts his 
eyes to to the fact that lal>or is Iietter and 
lieing better organized to-dav than at any­ 
time heretofore, and that this organization 
is of a character not to lie nonchalantly 
treated. 
The wage-winners of the coun­ 
try are demonstrating their capacity to 
consider 
the 
governmental and social 
economic problems of the day calmly and 
philosophically, anti in that very fact is 
found the safety of the hour. 
The wage- 
winners are mighty factors in every scheme 
of the republic, and that they are debating 
and deliberating upon the leading issues 
of the day, applying to them the calm of 
reason, and avoiding the wordy vaporings 
of the demagogue and mere partisan, is 
one of the most hopeful and healthful 
signs of the progress of the period. 
W ho­ 
ever wishes well for his country must de­ 
sire to see the laboring people of it well 
informed upon public topics, calm in de­ 
liberating u[Kin them, and philosophically 
capable of digesting them and acting with 
manly independence and dispassionately. 
The day for swaying the laboring masses 
by the windy harangues of demagogues at 
the hustings has, possibly, gone by. 
At 
least, let us hope so; for under the organ­ 
ization going on, the disreputable, dis­ 
orderly element, that has seized upon the 
garb of socialism to effect nefarious ends, 
is being sunk out of sight, and its vicious 
purposes rendered impossible of achieve­ 
ment.

The 
frantic efforts of their journals to establish 
an exclusive right, leads us to infer that 
the people whose exponents they are, have

try and whitewashed it overhead.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


T h e G o l d e n T r k a s c r y o k P o e t r y a n d P r o s e . 
Edited by Francis F. Browne, with an Intro­ 
duction by Richard Henry Stoddard. 
New 
York and St. Louis: N. D. Thompson A Co. 
This large handsomely, bound quarto is 
being presented, by subscription, to litcrarv 
tastes in Sacramento and elsewhere. 
Its 
careful examination has gratified us. 
It 
comprises a very choice selection of poems 
and prose extracts from the works of lead­ 
ing American and British authors, running 
back through the annals of literature some 
five hundred years in the former case, in 
short, the selections fairly represent the 
field of English literature for five centu­ 
ries. Such a collection must, of course, 
embrace a 
vast number of the 
lit­ 
erary gems of the English language, and 
represent an almost countless number of 
books. To possess even a fair library is 
not within the capacity of a ll; and, on even 
the better stocked shelves, we do not ex­ 
pect to find more than a score or so of 
works of English and American poets. To 
nearly all such a literary vade mecum as 
this handsome volume constitutes, is pos­ 
sessed of high value. 
In the rapid increase 
of books one is almost lost in the choos­ 
ing; possess all he cannot, nor should he. 
But lie cannot have even a tithe of those 
desirable. 
If he would maintain a refer­ 
ence library he must have the purse of 
great wealth and the devotion of the book­ 
worm. 
In self-defer.se the general reader, 
and notably those not having access to 
great libraries, must have resort to eom- 
pendiums, of which the volume under no­ 
tice is notably a successful one—a hook we 
should prefer to call the thought volume, 
the half-hour restful volume, the book of 
wisely-chosen and broadly representative 
literature—most largely poetical. Mr. Stod­ 
dard thus speaks of the volume of Mr. 
Browne, to which he gives the sauction of 
his own eminent name: “ The process of 
separating the good from the bad is always 
going on, and with it the process of con- 
(len-ing the good into the best. That faith 
processes were known to the ancients is as 
evident from their anthologies as from our 
own. 
* 
* 
These miscellanies were 
the store-houses of the poetic wealth of the 
time, drawn from the treasures of its intel­ 
lectual kings and nobles. 
* 
* 
* 
The 
scope of such books, which are too abund- ! 
i ant tor enumeration, has gone on broad- I 
ening from that day (Era of Percy's Rel- 


iques) to this—now in the green and flow­ 
ery valley of poetry, and now in the so­ 
berer levels of prose, until at least it em­ 
braces both, as in this book. The class to 
which it belongs is necessary in every 
modern literature, and in noneso necessary 
as in English literature which, in extent 
and variety, surpasses all other literature 
together. This book will carry a knowl­ 
edge of English literature where it could 
not otherwise go, since it will make read­ 
ers familiar with 
many writers whose 
works 
are 
only 
known 
to 
students, 
and of which the general knowledge is 
slight. If the greatest writers have written 
too much, and we know they have, it can­ 
not but be that lesser writers have done the 
same, and to an inconceivable measure. 
If 
the reader of these pages is not sure of this 
fact, he would be sure of it if he had read, 
as I have, all of Suckling, and Carew, and 
Browne, and Brome, and Cotton and their 
fellows, and would wish that he had been 
contented with the best of their work, as it 
exists in Percy or Ellis, or whoever else 
lias since transplanted it into poetic an­ 
thologies.” 
Mr. Stoddard should have add­ 
ed this other fact, that while such works 
as this winnow out chaff, and give the 
masses the best of the work of copious 
writers, and examples from a vast number 
of writers of many eras, they also give us 
things which else would certainly be lost 
to nine hundred and ninetv-nine of every 
thousand — the gems and diamonds of 
thought that have been born of anonymity, 
and the galaxy of brave thoughts and flash­ 
ing sentiments and beautiful epigrams, and 
graceful poems, and wonderful examples 
of written oratory that have stood alone 
with no mates or brethren to “ make a 
book ’—those wonderful and brilliant waifs 
upon the sea of literature—graceful chil­ 
dren of parents who have had scarce other 
progeny than the one or two that have 
won them the gratitude of the world of 
readers. 
Mr. Browne has done his work 
thoroughly well in this book, certainly as 
intended, popular in its scope. 
His volume 
is beautifully embellished and greatly en­ 
riched by over 400 choice engravings, some 
of them the very best specimens of the art 
in wood. The text is printed on heavy 
paper, in so large and clear and handsome 
type, as to invite the infirmest eye to the 
pleasure of perusal. The 900 pages are di­ 
vided between these departments : Koine 
and Fireside, Love and Friendship, Glimp­ 
ses of Nature, Country Life, 
Freedom 
and Patriotism, Camp and Battle, Descrip­ 
tion and Narration, Places and Persons, 
W it and Humor, Sentiment and Reflec­ 
tion. Grief and Pathos, The Nobility of 
Life. The Better Land and Miscellaneous. 
A most valuable supplement gives brief 
sketches, alphabetically arranged, of the 
most eminent authors quoted. 
From Fords, Howard & Ilulbert, New 
York, we have the small parchment paper 
quarto, entitled “ The Infant Philosopher ; 
or, Stray Leaves from a Baby's Journal." It 
is by T. S. Verdi, M. D„ and sells at 30 
and 50 cents. 
Dr. Verdi occupies a high 
position in the medical profession. 
He 
has, in this simple volume, made a babe 
tell how babies should be treated and all 
his ailments remedied. 
It throws a strong 
and clear light upon the grave mistakes of 
careless nurses and short-sighted mothers. 
The policy of silencing the child’s pain by 
any convenient nostrum, without for a 
moment considering the after-effect upon 
the child s system, is stigmatized with 
especial force; nor could it be better done 
than by presenting this quaint little picture 
of the Baby's own feelings underthe stupe­ 
fying and debilitating dose. 
Incompetent 
and reckless nurses come in for a liberal 
share of the young philosopher's naive in ­ 
vective; 
mothers 
who 
treat babies as 
though they were senseless machines of 
mere (lesli and blood, are sharply looked at 
more than once ; and there is one chapter 
which describes, with most amusing sim ­ 
plicity, the confusion caused by the num er­ 
ous foolish nicknames for familiar objects, 
first taught to the baby. It is Dr. Verdi's 
idea, as voiced by his "Infant Philosopher ” 
that names of things should be plainly 
and simply taught to the child, to avoid 
the confusion into which its mind will in­ 
evitably be thrown, when it comes to dis­ 
card the baby names and learn the words 
of ordinary conversation. The ehiefcharm 
of the book is its quaint simplicity. 
“ The Century” magazine for February 
(Century Company, Union Square, New 
York), is superbly illustrated and adm ira­ 
bly adapted to the midwinter season. 
In 
fact there appears to be, on the part of the 
publishers, a determination to illustrate 
each succeeding number with more and 
more of artistic excellence. Among the

The edi­ 
torial open letters and bric-a-brac depart­ 
ments are very full and interesting. There 
appear in the “ Open Letters” fortv-five 
brie I papers from leading authors oh the 
question of international copyright. 
From Oliver Ditson & Co., Boston, we 
have a handsome volume, entitled 1 Kin- 
kergarten Chimes." 
It is by Kate Douglas 
\\ iggin, of the California Kindergarten 
Training School, San Francisco, and sells 
a t$ l. It is a hook of very convenient di­ 
mensions, its nice and 
clearlv printed 
pages midway between “ sheet music and 
octavo ” size, containing 87 songs on its 100 
pages. Each song has an accompaniment 
in good taste, hut not difficult, which may 
be played on the piano or reed organ. The 
compiler evidently knows how to make 
good poetry and good music, and is, more­ 
over. a practical “ Kindergarten,” which 
means not only a teacher of little children, 
hut usually* an enthusiastic one, and one 
practically acquainted with the improved 
method.

The attendance yesterday on the trial of 
John Lowell, for the murder of Joseph 
Powers, was larger than that of either of 
the preceding days. A large num ber of 
witnesses were examined, and their testi­ 
mony, written up in full, would fill manv 
columns. The evidence in many instances 
was simply cumulative. There is no de­ 
nial as to the shooting, the only issue be­ 
ing that of whether it was done in self­ 
defense or not. A great deal of the time 
was taken up in legal sparring between 
Mr. Johnson, of the prosecution, and Mr. 
H art, of the defense, as to the admissibility 
of testimony. Both of these gentlemen 
became 
eloquent 
at times, and 
their 
speeches at all times were listened to with 
the most profound interest. 
Below is 
given a very brief synopsis of the testi­ 
mony of the witnesses examined tor the 
defense: 
District Attorney Buckley said he visited 
l ’owers the night of the shooting, in com­ 
pany with an officer. Powers, although 
told by his physicians he could not recover, 
refused to make a statement, referred the 
District Attorney to John Roonev, whom 
he said knew ail about it. Mr. Johnson 
endeavored to prove by Mr. Buckley that 
Powers was a member of the Catholic 
Church. A priest had visited him , told 
him he was going to die : he must forgive 
and lie forgiven. That it was this which 
influenced him not to make an ante mortem 
statement. 
Mr. H art objected to such 
questions, and his objections were sustained 
by the Court. 
John Rooney was recalled, and stated 
that he was not acquainted with J. W alter 
Wilson. He never said to Wilson, in a 
blacksmith shop at Brighton, that " he got 
away with Lowell once, and ought to have 
finished him .” 
He was closely questioned 
regarding the streets he drove out in going 
home on the day of the homicide, and of 
persons he met and conversed with. 
J. W alter Wilson said he had lived in 
and around Sacramento for the past twelve 
years. Worked about a month iu 1S82 on 
a steam hay-press on Rooney's ranch. One 
day during that time, John Rooney said in 
his presence, in front of a blacksmith-shop 
in the town of Brighton ; “ I got away 
with John Lowell once, th e 
old cuss, 
and it would be better bad I finished him 
when I had a chance.” 
Lowell at the time 
the remark was made was passing in a 
buggy, about a hundred yards distant. 
He often saw Powers and Rooney together; 
they oppeared to be intim ate friends. Sev­ 
eral questions were asked the witness about 
Powere bein» a fighting man, famous for 
throwing rocks, but the prosecution object- 
ingj they were ruled out. 
Cpon cross-examination, Mr. Johnson 
endeavored to make the witness adm it that 
he was the companion of Boney Sewell, a 
well-known negro vagrant, whose favorite 
haunts are the China gin-mills of I street. 
In this he did not succeed, but witness ad­ 
mitted that he spent considerable time in 
and around those low dens, and did im­ 
bibe Chinese g'n. He admitted that while 
working on Rooney's ranch he was in the 
employ of Silas Chance. 
W. Benning was recalled, and stated that 
at the time he met Loweli on the railroad 
crossing, at Brighton Station, he did not 
meet another buggy at the same place. 
The road at that point Í3 narrow, and if he 
had met 
another buggy alongside he 
thought he would certainly remember it. 
Chief of Police Jackson's testimony was 
like that of District Attorney Bucklev re­ 
garding the refusal ot Powers to make a 
dying statement. 
Peter Beckendorf called at Lowell's house 
with Joseph Urn the day after the shooting, 
when the latter got the gun with which the 
shooting was done. 
He described the 
weapon, and counsel for defense admitted 
that the oue in possession of the Sheriff 
was the one referred to by witness. He 
said the cap was perfect, and bore no evi­ 
dence of having been snapped. 
C. C. Brown, who was on the ground the 
day after the shooting, pointed out upon 
the diagram the positions of the different 
parties as they were explained to him at 
that time by Mr. McMorry. His testimony 
agreed with that of Mr. McMorry, and lie 
also stated that in the roadway were many 
rocks or cobbles, some of which were as 
largA as his fist. 
G. C. McMullen was placed upon the 
stand for the purpose of showing, as coun­ 
sel for defense stated, that deceased was a 
dangerous man in a fight—one who used 
iron bars, rocks, etc. The questions were 
objected to and ruled out. 
Michael Doud said he saw Lowell the 
day before the killing, with several horses 
which the latter said he was taking to his 
mountain ranch. 
Jam es Doty was pi a ceil upon the stand to 
prove that deceased was a quarrelsome, 
boisterous, fighting man. but, as in the case 
of McMullen, was not allowed to testify. 
Recess. 


afternoon proceedings. 
J. W alter Wilson was recalled bv the 
prosecution for cross-examination. ‘ He 
said he knew officers Arlington and Rider. 
He was asked if he was not arreste- th y 
them for burglary in 188o. The defense 
objected to the question and the objection 
was sustained. 
Were not you convicted of 
a reduced ofiense, and did you not serve 
out a sentence in the county jail? Same 
objection and ruling. Did you spend any 
part of 1885 in the county jail serving.out 
a sentence imposed by the Police Court ? 
Same objection and ruling. 
George W. Nichols was recalled. He said 
he did not sec Thos. Burns in the Court­ 
room Wednesday, and he did not say to 
him or any one else that all the interest lie 
had in the case was to see Henry Bucklev 
get away with it. Did not remember sav­ 
ing to Dr. Tebbets that ¡he would bet $'l0 
that a witness would not be produced who 
would say that deceased sprang from his 
buggy and advanced toward defendant, and 
that the latter warned Powers to keep back 
before the shot was fired. He did not say 
that it was a cold-blooded murder, and that 
the o ld -------------ought to be hanged any­ 
way. 
Thomas Burns took the stand, and swore 
positively that he did hear Nichols say in 
the Court-room that all the interest he had 
in the case was to see Henry Bucklev get 
away with it. or words to that effect." He 
had known Nichols for several years. The 
remarks were not addressed to him but to 
a young man who stood next to him in the 
Court-room, near the door leading from the 
Court-room to the clerk s office. 
I)r. F. F. Tebbets designated the time, 
place and those present when he said to 
Nichols that a witness would he produced 
that would swear that Powers was advanc­ 
ing n¡>on Lowell after the latter had warned 
him off and before tiie shot wa3 fired. 
Nichols offered to bet $10. Witness pro­ 
duced the money, offered to accept the 
wager, and Nichols lemarked, “ Oh, vou 
only want to show your money 
that "the 
affair was a cold-blooded murder, and de­ 
fendant ought to be hanged, or words to that 
effect. He told counsel for defense of the 
conversation after the reading of Nichols' 
testimony in the papers. 
Mr. Foote said he was well acquainted 
with deceased during his life time. He 
was tall.sinew y,broad-shouldered, weighed 
about 175 pounds, and was about 38 years 
of age. 
* 
THE DEFENDANT’S STATEMENT. 
John Lowell, the defendant, was the 
next witness. He said he was a native of 
the north of Ireland, 58 years of age, and 
had resided in the city and county of Sac­ 
ramento for the past thirty-four years. 
He 
was a widower, having buried two wives, 
and bis family consisted of two sons. In 
1852-3-1-5 was engaged in steamboating 
on the Sacramento river. Afterwards fol­ 
lowed the business of trucking, then that 
of running a stationary engine. For the 
past tweutv-tive years he bad been engaged 
in farming. 
H e had known deceased for 
about ten years—first as a hay-baler, after­ 
wards as a farmer on rented land, and 
stated when Powers had operated as such. 
Witness said that for many years he owned 
a farm two miles east of Brighton, also one 
on Staten Island. 
Laterly he owned a 
small place of a few acres devoted to fruit 
east of the city, neat V uik's pottery, also a 


ranch of a couple of hundred acres in El 
Dorado county, a short distance above Fol­ 
som. 
John Rooney he had known since 
1858. 
POWERS 
AND 
ROONEY 
WERE 
INTIMATE 
. 
FRIENDS, 
And generally traveled together in a buggy, 
and usually on such occasions ginned up 
together. 
Sometimes they would be in 
Powers' buggy, at other times in Roonev’s. 
About a year ago defendant met Powers 
and Rooney at the Five-mile House. 
He 
was talking with a teamster upon politics, 
and offered to bet $1.000 upon the result of 
the 
Biaine 
and 
Cleveland 
fight 
in 
this State, when Powers and Rooney drove 
up in their buggy. 
Rooney came near 
running his buggy into that of witness, and 
said, “ You haven’t got any money to bet.” 
Powers jumped out, and "went up to wit­ 
ness in a threatening manner, and the lat­ 
ter told him he better go and see Quail, a 
man who had whipped Powers shortly be­ 
fore. The proprietor and his barkeeper got 
boid of Rooney and Powers, and witness 
drove off. At a subsequent time witness 
claims that the same parties made a similar 
attack upon him at the same place, and he 
again succeeded in eluding a collision. 
Rooney, he said, never was insulting to 
him, only when the former was accom­ 
panied by .Powers. 
Last Fourth of July, at 
Thirtv-first and M streets, he was again in­ 
sulted by Powers, who was flushed with 
liquor, and accompanied by Rooney. On 
the Monday before the sad occurrence he 
was seriously kicked on the left side of 
the spine, near his hip, by a mare. On 
the next day, Tuesday, he was kicked 
in the groin by a young stallion. H e had 
a plaster 
upon 
his 
back, and alto­ 
gether was badly used up; so much 
so, that he could not ride horseback 
or in a buggy over rough roads. H e had 
shown his wounds to Mr. Stewart. On 
Wednesday, the day of the Powers trouble, 
he was going to his ranch in El Dorado 
county, to fix up his fences preparatory to 
turning his horses out to pasture. 
He left 
his home in the afternoon, taking with him 
some fruit for some little children who 
lived at Thirty-first and M streets, who had 
rendered him a service in catching np 
some of his horses. 
He did this and also 
paid the little folks for their trouble. 
He 
then drove down iu the city, where he 
bought three loaves of bread.’ H e started 
hack and stopped in front of Sclield's 
brewery at Twenty-eighth and M streets, 
and engaged the clerk, Mr. Dehn, in con­ 
versation 
' 
then 
relative to a horse trade. Just 


ROONEY AND POWERS DROVE RAPIDLY OP, 
And would have collided with his buggy 
had he not cramped his vehicle in to 
the sidewalk. 
He thought their 
in­ 
tention was to 
crush 
his 
rig. 
H e 
said nothing to them . W hen they got 
up to the watering trough Rooney jumped 
out and staggered up against a post. 
W it­ 
ness had not seen them before that dav. 
Powers remained in the buggy. 
Rooney 
addressed Dehn, saying, “Come away front 
that o ld ----------------.” Roonev was drunk, 
at least considerably under the influence of 
liquor. He again addressed Dehn, saying, 
“ He’s nothing but an o l d ----------------- ; 
come away from that o ld ---------------- 
Rooney then walked into the back yard. 
Witness said he did not like the language, 
nor did he like their attem pt to smash his 
buggy, and rem arked: “ Well, you missed 
your aim once,” referring to the fact that 
they did not succeed in taking a wheel off 
his buggy. Powers said : " Get out of here; 
we've had enough of you;” “ you go," 
“ get o u t;” “ you old cuss,” repeating it 
three or four times. 
W hen Roonev came 
back he repeated : “ You go away,'” with 
an oath. Witness then drove down to Lin- 
berg’s place, and found him out on the 
porch. H e asked Linberg if he had heard 
the racket, and asked him if he would go 
back with him to the brewery and be a 
witness to the insults they heaped upon 
him. 
If Linberg liad done so he could 
arrest them and 
PUNISH THEM IN THE POLICE COURT. 
It being inside the corporate limits. He 
did not ask Linberg for a gun or pistol. He 
had in his buggy his shotgun, which he 
had placed in the bottom of his buggy to­ 
gether with his blankets, a water bucket, 
some canned fruit and provisions to be used 
by him while at his m ountain ranch. Lin­ 
berg refusing to accompany him, he then 
drove out the J-streel road, en route to 
Folsom. He thought by going the J-street 
road he would avoid meeting them again. 
He was driving a slow work mule, a lazv 
animal, and had no whip with which to 
urge him along. He had no idea of meet­ 
ing Powers and Rooney again that day, as 
the route he traveled was at least a mite 
furl her._and they were driving a fast ani­ 
mal 
He stopped at his place, and was de­ 
layed a half an hour in unwiring and wir- 
ug 
the 


Nicholls at all. He had a faint recollection 
of a man coming into the jail one day very 
drunk, but he never made those statements 
to him. 
H e said, “ It was nothing more 
nor less than black perjury. I never told 
him I snapped a gun at Roonev, for that is 
a lie, and 
I NEVER MAKE FALSE STATEMENTS.” 
He denounced in equally severe terms the 
testimony of Corvelle. who said defendant 
had threatened the lives of Rooney and 
Powers. “ I never threatened the lives of 
those two men, or the life of any one else, 
and this sad occurrence is the sorriest 
act of my life. 
I 
never 
made 
the 
statements 
attributed to me by either 
Nichols or Corvelle.” H e said that on 
Wednesday evening a man in a silk hat 
visited him in the jail, and asked if there 
was any money in the case on his side. 
Linberg had tried to levy blackmail, and 
called at the jail for that purpose. 
He 
“ tumbled to his blackmail game, and got 
Elijah C. H art to set a trap for him .” He 
then detailed at length the overtures made 
to him by Linberg, and stated that his evi­ 
dence was untrue 
in 
every particular 
wherein it differed from his own. On the 
dav of the trouble with Powers, witness 
said, " I was at no time under the influence 
of liquor. 
All I drank that day was two 
small five-cetit glasses of beer, which I ob­ 
tained at Thirty-first and M streets. I was 
on that occasion no more under the influ­ 
ence of liquor than I am now.” 
Witness then spoke of the feud that had 
existed between him self and Rooney for 
several years, saying that the latter’ had 
robbed him outof$S00. Roonev, he claimed, 
followed him once into the Sutter saloon, 
knocked him down and jumped upon him. 
In the fight that ensued, witness claimed 
that Rooney “ cante off a poor second,” 
and never “ tackled” him again “ single­ 
handed.”

Grove L. Johnson cross-examined Lowell 
at great length, 
particularly 
regarding 
threats it was alleged he had made against 
the life of Rooney to Pat Doian. P. C.

Witness

Powers and Iioouey 
overtook him about fifty paces this side, 
of the saloon.

He slapped his mttle with the 
lines and urged him along as best hecould. 
He saw Powers spring out of the buggy. 
Rooney was in the act of reining up arid 
stopping the buggy. 
Powers staggered for­ 
ward, almost fal*ng down.

raised the horse off its forward feet. When 
about ten feet from me Powers stooped and 
jiicked up a cobble or something from the 
ground as big as my fist.

H e had no feeling against Towers ; he had 
no time to reflect or consider; lie had 
warned him away, and only fired when he 
thought his own life in danger. 
After fir­ 
ing the shot he kept right on’in his course. 
He was not over ten feet from the shed 
when the shot was fired. 
Afterwards 
Rooney drove around and came near run­ 
ning into his'ntule. H e had warned Rooney 
off. saying he would give him some of it, 
too. He did not know how seriously he 
had wounded Powers, but immediately re­ 
solved not to proceed to his ranch, turned 
around and drove back home, where lie 
stayed all night. He saw Joe Orn come to 
his place, but kept out of sight. About 10 
o'clock went to bed. Next morning came 
iuto the city, went to a laundry and got 
some clothes, and afterwards started out to 
find a newspaper, thinking that the result 
of the unhappy event would be chronicled 
therein. 
He met Supervisor McMullen. 
The latter had seen the paper. The two 
talked the matter over, and McMullen ad­ 
vised him to go and give himself up. 
He 
acted upon that advice, got into McMullen’s 
buggy and rode to the county jail, where he 
gave himself up. 
Referring to a conversation that G. W. 
Nicholls testified that he held with the wit­ 
ness in the jail, in which it was said the 
latter expressed no regrets—said he ought 
to have killed Powers long ago, and would 
have killed Rooney had not the gun snap­ 
ped—Mr. Lowell said he did not know

BYWAYS IN MEXICO. 


JOUBXETIKG ON HORSE-BACK IN 
THE STATE OF H it HO AC AN. 


E qu estrian C ock -F igh tin g—T he Na­ 
tion al Sport, C olea d c Toros, or 
B u ll-T ailin g—M exican Sports. 


¡Correspondence of the IUcord-Umok.I 
M o b e l i a. M exico, Jan u ary 30, 1836. 
W e m ight have gone from Toiuca to 
Slorelia by rail in h alf a day's titn t, but 
falling in w ith an adventurous party, who 
h ad spent a sum m er going overland w ith 
tents and wagons to California, rather than 
m ak e of it a com m on-place journey in a 
parlor car; who have m ade long w alkiug 
tours in Europe, the Rockies and the Adi- 
rondacks, and have traveled on horse-back 
over th e greater p art of M exico, we were 
easily persuaded to jo in forces w ith them . 
T h e plan was to take a guide, servants and 
o u r ow n provisions, to tu rn our backs upon 
civilization an d forget th at railroads ex­ 
isted, striking out “across lots,’’ so to speak, 
tow ards 
M orelia, 
m aking 
a 
seven- 
d a y s’ journey o f w hat m ight have been 
accom plished in as m any hours by m ore 
prosaic m ethods. 
To M exican eyes there 
was nothing extraordinary in the proceed­ 
ing, for scarcely three years have elapsed 
since the iron horse m ade his tirst appear­ 
ance in this portion of M ex ico ; and to this 
d ay th e m a jo iitv of the native ladies fear 
th e new -fangled m ethod of locomotion, 
an d prefer to m ake all pilgrim ages in their 
carriages w hen practicable, o r on horse or 
donkey-back am ong the m ountains. T here 
are no better riders in the w orld th an M ex­ 
ican ladies. 
They are reared from infancy 
to the exercise, and, like E nglish women, 
can leap ditches and live-barred gates, be­ 
ing as m uch at hom e in the saddle as a 
soldier or circus-rider. 
Not so w ith Betsy 
an d I, whose lives have been spent where 
such things are 


NOT A FEMALE FASHION; 
A nd for a novice to sustain herself uneasi­ 
ly in th e saddle eight or ten hours at a 
“ sittin g ” produces anything but an at- 
hom e feeliug in the hack 
and limbs. 
N evertheless it is by far the better way 
for the naturalist, the aitist, the tourist 
w ho desires to study the country, than to 
be w hisked through at railroad speed shut 
u p in a car. 
T he old city of Toluca looked stern and 
dignified enough, as in the dim tw ilight of 
th e daw ning we hade adios to its still sleep­ 
ing citizens, its 
m oldy 
convents 
and 
churches and casas painted red and white, 
an d clattered through 
its silent streets 
tow ard the dark hills beyond w hich frown- 
■ed the fam ous volcano San Miguel de T utu- 
cuitlalpico. 
T he gentlem en of the party 
—com prising a w ell-know n A m erican ar­ 
tist, a book-m aker whose nam e is fam iliar 
to every reader of our language, a cele­ 
brated English naturalist and tw o French 
engineers—were dressed a la M exican, a 
costum e, by the way, m ost adm irably fit­ 
ted for 
“roughing 
it," 
being 
chiefly 
composed of leather. 
T he ladies, five 
in 
num ber, 
were attired in equestrian 
style 
not borrowed 
from 
. W orth— 
dust-colored 
ulsters 
over 
cotton 
traveling suits, th at the “ sacred soil ” 
w hich rose in clouds and settled upon us 
m ight be less conspicuous; gray veils tied 
dow n tightly, nun-fashion, to protect the 
liair, and blue goggles for the noonday 
glare. 
The redoubtable Don Jesus M aria 
G uadalupe acted as guide and directed the 
five well-arm ed M exican mazas, whose duty 
it was to oversee the crowded ham pers, 
take care of the horses, keep a sharp look­ 
o ut for possible knights of th e road, and at 
n ig h t to keep w atch and w ard over our 
cam p and all its belongings. 


THE FIRST NIGHT 
AVas to be spent at La Gahia, th e hactnda 
o f the hospitable Senor H echavair a and 
his three urothers-iu-law . which we had 
been inform ed was only sixteen m iles from 
Toluca. 
B ut there were 
wo roads lead­ 
ing to the place, and, being uncertain 
w hich one to take, as generally happens in 
su ch cases, we chose the w o rst: w hich 
took us for leagues over a hilly c juntrv, u n ­ 
relieved by tree, shrub, bush or flower. T he 
day was intensely liot, and the dust like 
th e 
stinging 
san Is 
of 
Sahara. 
W e 
passed an occasional poor h u t—or m ore 
rarely a chance Indian passed us. show ed 
his w hite teeth and in spite of the load on 
his back, contrived to draw ofi' his hat and 
give us a m ild good-m orrow—hu t for the 
rest, from Dan to Beersheba, from Toluca 
to La Gabia, all was barren. 
By 12 o'clock 
w e m ight have fancied ourselves passing 
over the burning plains of M esopotamia, 
notw ithstanding an occasional cold breeze 
w hich, sw eeping across for a m om ent, 
served only to m ake us feel the heat w ith 
greater force. 
Then barranca followed bar- 
ranea. 
The horses clim bed up one crag, 
and slid dow n another, while, to beguile 
th e time, our mozas struck up a wild chorus 
as they drove the wearied beasts up the 
burning hills. 
Every Indian we m et as­ 
sured us th at La Gabia was cerquita (quite 
near),or detrás lomita (behind the little hill), 
an d every little hill th at we passed pre­ 
sented to our view anotlier little hill, but 
n o signs o f the m uch-w ished-for hacienda, 
u ntil we believed it to be an ignis fatuus, or 
“ founded on the baseless fabric of a dream .” 
H ow ever, “ It's a long lane th at has no 
tu rn in g ," as they say in Scotland, and 
tow ard sunset La Gahia was actually in 
sight, its entrance appearing to us ¡ike 


THE VERT OATES OF EDEN. 
W e were all turned to the color o f Paw nee 
Indians, especially I, who had ridden w ith 
m y vail up. 
Fortunately we had no m ir­ 
rors, but each was able to give the other a 
flattering description of his sun-blistered 
countenance. 
Senor H eehavarria and the num erous 
brothers-in-law gave us the w arm est of 
welcomes, and would scarcely perm it us to 
depart three days later, and’ then only on 
account of the urgent business which we 
pleaded was aw aiting us in Morelia. 
This 
beautiful haciem la form erly belonged to the 
C ount de Regia, whose possessions m ust 
have been royal, as La Gabia—w hich is 90 
m iles long by 17 m iles in breadth—is one 
o f a dozen equally fine estates which he 
ow ned in central Mexico. 
T his contains 
th e productions of every clim ate, from fir- 
clad m ountains on a level w ith the volcano 
o f Toluca, and containing rich m ines of 
gold, silver and lead, to the fertile plains 
wliich produce corn and w h e a t; and lower 
dow n, to fields of cane, cotton, tobacco and 
o th er productions of the tropics. 


SPORT OF BULL—TAILING. 
A t this hacienda we witnessed for the 
tirst tim e the national sport called colea de 
toros, or bull-tailing—the divertisem ent be­ 
ing gotten up on this occasion for our 
special entertainm ent, in lieu of the bull- 
tight, to which we have so often been 
treated. 
T hat old bit of advice anent tak ­ 
ing th e bull by the horns has a different 
rendering here, where they seize the an i­ 
m al by the tail instead, 
in a large corral, 
a t one end of w hich was a little building 
erected for the accom m odation of the lady 
guests, were inclosed m ore than a hundred 
bulls. 
R ound the corral were the horse­ 
m en, all dressed in the picturesque M exican 
costum e, exam ining the anim als as they 
w ere driven to and fro in the inclosure in 
order to m ake them w ild for th e sport. 
Senor H eehavarria himself, his brother-in- 
law , and his sous, were riding am ong them , 
arm ed with long lances, separating from 
th e herd and driving into another ínclos- 
u re the m ost active bulls. 
W hen all was 
ready, the bars were w ithdraw n from the 
entrance of th e corral and a bull driven 
out. who. seeing the wide, level plain be­ 
fore him . im m ediately dashed off at full 
speed. 
W ith a shout the horsem en p u r­ 
sued the flying anim al, who, hearing the 
uproar behind him , redoubled his speed. 
Each urges his horse to the utm ost, and 
strives to take the lead and be first to reach 
th e hull. 
In such a crowd, of course ex­ 
cellent horsem anship is required to avoid 
accidents and secure a safe lead. 
F or som e m inutes the troop ran on in a 
eom pact mass, enveloped in a cloud of 
d u s t—nothing could be seen but the rolling 
cloud and the bull som e hundred yards 
ahead. 
Presently, w ith a shout, a horse­ 
m an emerged from th e front ra n k ; 


THE WOMEN CRIED “ VIVA !'•' 
A s. passing close to the stage, he was recog­ 
nized to be the youngest son of the house 
o f H eehavarria—a boy 12 years old, sitting 
on his horse like a bird and sw aying from 
ide to side as the bull doubled, and the 


clond of dust concealed the anim al from 
view. 
“ V ivaP epito! v iv a!” shouted his 
unterrified m other, as she waved her reboso 
to encourage her b o y ; and th e little fellow 
struck his spurs into his horse and doubled 
dow n to his work m anfully. 
B ut now two 
others are running neck and neck w ith 
him , and the race for the lead and first 
throw is m ost exciting. 
T he m en fairly 
how l, th e wom en shriek in frenzy, and 
scream out th e nam es of th eir favorites : 
“ Alza—B ernardo—per m i am or (for m y 
love), Ju a n M aria—V iva Pepito!” 
A t length the lad loses the lead to a tall, 
fine-looking M exican, m ounted on a fleet 
and powerful roan, who gradually but 
surely forges ahead. 
A t this instant the 
sharp eyes of little Pepe observes th at the 
bull swerves from his form er course—a 
m ovem ent hidden by the dust of the lead­ 
ing horsem an. Q uick as thought the hoy 
took advantage of it, and wheeling his 
horse at a right angle from the original 
course, cut off th e hull. 
Shouts and vivas 
rent the air at sight of this skillful m aneu­ 
ver, and th e lad, urging his horse w ith 
whij) and spur, ranged up to the left quar­ 
ter of the bull, bending down to seize the 
tail and secure it under his right leg, for 
the purpose of throw ing the anim al to the 
ground. 
B ut here P ep es strength failed 
him in a feat w hich requires great power 
of m uscle, and in endeavoring to perform 
it he was jerked out of the saddle and 
throw n violently to the ground, stunned 
and senseless. 
A t least a dozen horsem en were now 
striving hard for th e post of honor, but the 
roan distanced them all. and its rider, 
stronger than poor Pepe, dashed up to the 
hull, threw his right leg over the tail,w hich 
he had seized in his right hand, then wheel­ 
ing his horse suddenly outw ards, upset the 
bull in th e m idst ot his w ild career, and 
th e huge anim al rolled over and oyer in 
the dust, bellow ing w ith pain and fright. 
T his e d itin g but dangerous sport exhib­ 
its the perfect horsem anship of the M exi­ 
cans to great advantage. 
T he s¡>ort con­ 
tinues as long as a bull rem ains in the 
corral, so th at at its conclusion, as m ay be 
im agined, the horses are perfectly ex­ 
hausted. 


ANOTHER 
EQUESTRIAN GAME,

lost all decency, and turned quite aside to 
toudle th e dog.

“ Go on, go on,” said Lord Clare. 
“ Oh, I 
beg a thousand pardons, m y Lord j” was 
the ready reply. 
“ I really took it for 
granted your Lordship was engaged in con­ 
sultation.”—[Tem ple Bar.

W a t e r G a s fo r th e M illio n s . 
The recent com m unication of M. H u m ­ 
bert and M. H enry to the French Academ y 
o f Science, in regard to the new m ethod of 
producing pure hydrogen and of m aking 
water gas at an extrem ely low cost, has 
caused m uch anxious attention.not only in 
France, but all over Europe, and in this 
country as well. 
I f the process w hich 
these gentlem en have described m arks a 
new departure in gas-m aking, the m atter 
is of w eighty im port, not only to the gas 
m anufacturers, lint also to the coal owners 
and iron m asters. 
It will affect in no in ­ 
considerable degree th e consum ption ot 
coal, and m odify som e of the processes of 
iron m anufacture. 
In this process a jet of 
superheated steam is directed into -a re­ 
tort filled w ith incandescent coke. 
The 
oxygen unites witlx th e carbon to form 
carbonic oxide, an d hydrogen is liberated. 
Up to this point there is nothing new in 
the process. 
B ut now these gases are led 
aw ay to a second retort filled with lum ps of 
som e refractory substance m aintained at a 
red heat. T he use of refactorv m aterials is to 
expose a large surface to the incom ing gases. 
Into this second retort there is led at the 
sam e tim e a jet o f steam superheated to the 
point of disassociation. T he oxygen of this 
steam seizes upon the carbonic oxide to 
form dioxide, an d m ore hydrogen is liber­ 
ated. 
To rem ove the carbon dioxide the 
gases are passed through m ilk of lim e, 
and the pure hydrogen is led aw ay to the 
reservoir. 
T he authors of the com m unica­ 
tion say th at one ton of coke produce about 
96,000 feet of gas. which is about eleven 
times the q u an tity obtained from a ton of 
coal, which reduces the cost o fih e gas to a 
very low figure—very little indeed, it m ay 
be supposed, above the cost of natural gas, 
w hen the difficulty of controlling that gas 
is taken into account. 
It is easy to see the 
num erous applications of such a gas for 
heating purposes : hut the inventors have 
arrangeiI tg m ake a start w ith it for light­ 
ing. 
H ow the carburation is to be affected 
is not stated, h u t it is announced th at the 
little town of Boulogne-sur-Seine is to be 
lighted w ith this gas during the w inter.— 
[M ining and Scientific Press. 


A T r u m p T r a m p .—W e find th e follow­ 
ing in the A nderson (Shasta county) Echo : 
Last W ednesday evening, w hile the rain 
cam e dow n in torrents, and the w ind blew 
a m iniature hurricane, a tram p, forlorn, 
foot-sore and penniless, was slouclii ng along 
th e railroad track between Red B luff and 
Cottonwood. L‘pon reaching H ooker Creek, 
w here the road m akes a bend, he discov­ 
ered th at the road had been washed out. 
T he north-bound passenger train was due 
in an hour. 
M any a tram p w ould have re­ 
m em bered the kicks and blows received 
from railroad m en w hile endeavoring to 
steal á ride, and left the train, loaded with 
hum an freight, to rush to destruction. But 
this one did not. On the contrary, he sat 
by the track in the furious storm and 
aw aited the com ing of the train to w arn 
th e engineer th a t there was danger ahead. 
Upon the approach of the train he jerked 
his coat front around him and waved it in 
th e air. 
T he signal was noticed, brakes 
were w histled dow n, and the train was 
stopped upon th e verge of destruction.

follow ing circum stance: 
T he leading im ­ 
porters of Italian m arble in San Francisco 
■ are M usto & Co. 
Mr. M usto has w ritten to 


his correspondents in Italy n ot to ship any 
m ore m arble to San Francisco, as quite as 
good an article can be had from Inyo 
county at m uch less cost. 
T he m arble 
already taken out a t Sw ansea was found 
close to th e surface, and som e o f it had a 
little w eather stain, m ore o f it had a slight 
vapor stain. 
T his defect is certainly only 
local an d accidental, and will entirely dis­ 
appear when greater depth is gained. 
A l­ 
ready there are m any orders for m arble, 
bu t none w ill he shipped till the quarry is 
opened m ore extensively, and till every 
trace o f stain has disappeared, and a pure 
w hite m arble can be shipped. 
Mr. Lnee is 
very confident th at a few weeks' work will 
accom plish this result. 
H e is also certain 
th at th e m arket for the m arble will be so 
extensive th at in a very few years a town 
of at least five hundred inhabitants will 
grow up at th e quarry. T he supply is so 
extensive as to insure plenty of m arble for 
hundreds of years to come.

L e a t h e r .—M any persons have doubtless 
noticed articles going the round to th e effect 
that paper hangings for reception rooms, 
libraries, and even for palace-car curtains, 
are now being m ade entirely from leather 
scraps, or at least covered or embossed w ith 
leather. 
It is true th at waste leather is 
used for the purpose, hu t only to a lim ited 
extent, the cost and difficulty of m anufact­ 
ure having thus far prevented capitalists 
from putting up m uch m oney on it. 
In 
order to give perm anency to the process, 
consideration m ust he batí for the inequal­ 
ities of each and both substances, for it 
m ust be rem em bered th at the difference in 
expansion, contraction, susceptibility 
to 
the alternate influence of heat and cold, 
dryness and m oisture, to w hich this “ new 
candidate'' w ill ever lie subjected, will re­ 
m ain as apparent when brought together 
by any m echanical m eans as w hen separ­ 
ate. 
It follows, then, th a t varieties o f each 
substance, out of w uich it is desired to 
m ake these novel goods, m ust be selected 
possessing the greatest num ber of charac­ 
teristics, both physical an d others, in com ­ 
m on, and then, if som e principle of chem ­ 
istry can be brought to hear bv w hich cer­ 
tain affinities m ay he brought in com bina­ 
tion, perm anent success is only a question 
of tim e, and, w hen once it has been a t­ 
tained, cost will soon be reduced to the 
m inim um . 
Experim ents are now being 
m ade w ith chem ical fiber and pulp from 
scrap leather, the results of w hich, w hether 
successful or not, will nppear at another 
tim e. 
It is understood th at the new m ate­ 
rial departs in several im portaut particulars 
front th e character of leather hoard with 
w hich paper-m akers are fam iliar. 


T h e P h o n o g b a p h t o 
b e I m p r o v e d .—Mr. 
Edison, the inventor, has resum ed w ork 
on the phonograph, and is now engaged in 
perfecting it so that he can bring it into 
everyday use as is th e telephone. 
Mr. E d ­ 
ison has not given th e phonograph any a t­ 
tention since 1378, w hen he gave him self 
up w holly to m aking his electric light in ­ 
vention successful. 
H e is now building a 
phonograph w ith a five-foot wheel to be 
driven by steam . 
T hesound will be trans­ 
ferred from the phonograph to a wheel 40 
tim es its diam eter, the sound being thus 
am plified 40 tim es louder than the hum an 
voice. It will have a funnel 30 feet long. If 
placed on top of a building. Mr. Edison 
claim s th at a person standing two blocks 
aw ay will be able to hear it talk plainly, 
lie has also got so far as to m ake the m a­ 
chine say “ A h” distinctly by m eans of 
m any wave lines.

A ll you will have to do will be to hand it 
to the office boy, who, by touching a spring, 
can m ake it repeat or’ talk back all th at 
you have said to it and transcribe at will.

T he follow ing statem ent is sent forth by 
th e H orticultural Society o f Fresno county 
in response to a letter in the N apa Reporter 
of Ju n e (Hh, wliich bore the signature of 
W . >1. Boggs State Inspector of F ru it Pests, 
in view of a recent visit of his to this 
county in bis official capacity: 
IV. .V. Boggs. Esq.—Dea a S ir: 
T he let­ 
ter published by you in view of your late 
official visit to this place, your rem arks in 
regard to the insect pest.] found here, and 
y o u r theory about them , for th eir show of 
ignorance and absurdity of statem ent are 
m ost surprising, indeed, and so different 
from y o u r laudations of our region, its 
conditions and prospects w hile here, that 
w e can hardly believe th at you could have 
w ritten them . 
Y our visit here was a very 
brief one. and your survey m ost partial 
and superficial, Car from justifying your 
giving any intelligent opinion on som e of 
th e points you refer to. 
You cam e at the 
close of an unparalleled storm , th at in a 
few weeks had poured upon us a solid 
foot o f rainfall, and w hich had indeed 
flooded the surface of som e o f th e low 
places o f ou r region—even 
raised 
the 
w ater level in our city, fur the tim e, to an 
inconvenient 
bight.’ 
B ut 
you seem 
to have taken these tem porary 
w ater 
overflows 
as 
perm anent 
levels 
and 
draw n the inference that m uch o f our 
land is becom ing a continued sw am p. Hud 
you been here two m onths ago, before the 
great rain, you could not have blundered 
into any such conclusions. 
You state th at 
you found the most of our insect pests on 
o u r w ettest lauds and th at you found the 
C entral Colony full of “ lakelets,” and also 
m ost prolific of these pests. 
T he absurdity 
of all this lies in the fact th at th e Central 
Colony is one of the very drvest regions of 
ail our cultivated lands, and even iu our 
present wet condition, from extrem e rain ­ 
fall, il,w ould he im possible to find an acre 
o f standing water in all its lim its. 
And 
w hat is quite as am using as it is false to 
fact, is th at the very region you represent 
as the ' higher, dryer portion of this dis­ 
trict. possessed of best sun and air and Iree 
circulation,” is well know n to have been 
for the past few years by far the dam pest 
part of all our orchards and vineyards. 
In 
fact, of insect pests you found the m ost in 
our very dryest localities, and the cleanest, 
thriftiest trees in our w ettest ones. 
A nd 
w hile von m ake this ignorant, ridiculous 
m istake in regard to our region, we are 
creditably inform ed that you m ake the 
sam e m istake in regard to the prevalence 
o f the scale pest in the districts o f .Santa 
Clara and San Jose, as there it first m ade 
its appearance and spread, not on the wet­ 
test, but on som e of the dryest lands. 
Y our letter seem s to im ply th at y 
th in k you have solved the seale-bug ques­ 
tion. 
If so, it is by a m ost blind and sur­ 
prising stum ble into th e tru th . 
You give 
us a theory th at will at least afford ali en- 
toruologists who learn of it a hearty laugh 
over the m ost absurd joke of th e season. 
Y ou th in k th at it proceeds from '‘ fungus 
on the tree, brought about by too m uch 
m oisture," but hew will this theoty stand 
against the fact th at it prevails as abun­ 
dantly as elsew here on trees in the dryest 
fúánutions, w ith the sm allest am ount of 
wiPcr, and which, up to the tim e o f the ap­ 
pearance of the scale, were young and as 
sm ooth of bark as trees could be? 
Y u 
th in k " it w ould be interesting to hear some 
opinions of our learned naturalists on this 
question o f th e origin of the scale." 
We 
also th in k it would be interesting to hear 
th eir opinions, but not so m uch to yourself, 
revealing, as it would, your ignorance of 
all th e facts an d history o f this enem y of 
our orchards and oi insect life generally, as 
it w ould he to any enem y of vours who 
m ig h t rejoice to see the sad exnosura of 
y o u r ignorance and utter m ihtuess for your 
position, 
fiie m ost ignorant child in n atu ­ 
ral science know s the absurdity o f th e de­ 
velopment. of ins . t life from a *• fungus." 
\\ hilo you have m isstated alm ost every 
fact you found here, your theories and con­ 
clusions could hardly have been m ore ab­ 
surd ami untrue than they are. 
W e m ay 
here say, in regard to the insect pe-fs 
am ong us. w hich we have in com m on with 
nearly all other portions o f th e State, that 
th ey d o lio t iu any section about here pre­ 
vail to the great extent your statem ents 
seem to im ply. They prevail in one region 
m ore th an another, only because the first 
region lius th e older orchards, or regions, 
m ore th an in others because in them in ­ 
fested trees were brought from other coun­ 
ties. 
W e can easily tell w here they cam e 
from —they cam e over the railroad on trees 
infested in the original nurseries. A nd we 
th in k we being to ree w here they are going 
to, and w hat will be th eir speedy end. We 
have planned to attacK them in their in ­ 
cipient stages. 
As yet there is probably 
n ut one tree out of a hundred, or even 
m ore, in all our orchards that show any 
signs of th eir presence. 
W e have not 
quarantined our county, we can assure you. 
to keep our insects iu, to hold possession, 
b u t to keep insects from all infested trees 
and fruit- out from wherever they m ay be 
sent. 
A nd this we purpose to do just as 
far as the strictest vigilance and the m ost 
sum m ary enforcem ent of the law will allo w 
us. 
O ur Supervisors have considerately 
enabled us to perfect a legal organization 
for this end, and wo purpose to nip this 
threatening evil in the bud. and show that 
at least one county of this State can < .n- 
quer w hatever insect pests may threaten it. 
W e publish this answ er to your letter not 
from any ill feeling against yourself or 
your appointm ent—we had proposed to 
give you our confidence and support—but 
sim ply 10 confirm your own asserted state­ 
m ent that you knew nothing about insect 
posts, and also to show w hat harm it m ust 
PC to the fruit interests of the .State to have 
you continue to occupy your present im ­ 
portant office. 
Vast interests are at stake, 
and no one but the m ost com petent person 
possible should assum e to fill th a t position, 
and we shall not shrink from lending our 
influence to bring about a change. 
It was said by one of the sons of E rin 
th at “ he never opened his m outh but he 
p u t his foot in it.” 
This, we fear, has b'-en 
your experience in your letter. W e thought 
you m ight know enough to ju stify your ap­ 
pointm ent, u n til you spoke—now we know 
how m istaken we were.

W hen a B urm ese priest of any note dies 
lie is em balm ed aud kept for a year, and 
then b u rn t w ith m uch rejoicing and festiv­ 
ity. 
A ll the inhabitants ol the neighbor­ 
ing villages, and even those far distant, 
turn out. 
M any dum m y coffins are made, 
bes.ides th e one containing the defunct. 
T he pr ¡cession starts from ihe place w here 
the body has been lying in state tow ard 
the place of crem ation, w hich is alw ays at 
a place som e distance off', accom panied by 
a vast concourse of m en, wom en and chil­ 
dren, all dressed in their Sunday best, pre­ 
ceded by a noisy band o f w ind instru­ 
m ents. 
Un approaching th e funeral pyre, 
w hich has already been 
prepared, the 
crowd form s into two parties, ropes are a t­ 
tached to th e bier—a w heeled vehicle con­ 
taining (he coffin—front and rear, and a 
strug.de takes place, w hich m uch resem ­ 
bles the gam e know n as French and Eng­ 
lish. 
Som etim es th e coffin is upset, and 
its ghastly burden tiirow n out, but gen­ 
erally the straggle is a m ere sham , the 
party behind give way, and the bier is run 
in am id deafening veils.

iageots, in tlie center ot' w hich is concealed

to 
these ropes again are attached rockets, 
w hich are lighted and propelled tow ard 
th e pvre, and he or she w ho first succeeds 
in setting it alight is looked upon as one 
destined to a happy life. 
These funeral 
pyres are very tastefully b u ilt and erected. 
T hey consist of inflam m able m aterials, but 
are as gorgeous as tinsel and bright colors 
can m ake them .

The hubbub and noise are 
deafening, and the d ti-t fearful.

The publication of the by-laws and regu­ 
lations ot the California Fruit Union as 
amended, and finally adopted at the first 
annual meeting of the Association, held at 
San Francisco January 20, and 21, 1886, is 
of interest to all members and also to fruit­ 
growers in general. 
They are therefore 
given below in full. 


B Y -L A W S OF T H E C A L IFO R N IA FR U IT U N ION . 
We, the undersigned, owners of the num ber 
of shares of stock in th e California Fruit Union 
set opjiosite our respective names, hereunto 
attached, which num ber of shares constitutes a 
m ajority of all the subscribed capital stock ot 
the said California Fruit Union, do hereby 
sdopt and publish the following By-Laws tor 
the m anagem ent and control of the California 
Fruit U nion: 
TRUSTEES. 
Section 1. The powers and authorities neces­ 
sary for the full m anagem ent and care of the 
affairs of the corporation shall be vested in a 
Board of Trustees, nine in num ber, who shall 
lie elected by the stockholders annually, on the 
third W ednesday in January of each vear. No 
person shall be eligible for the office of Trustee 
who shall not hold, at the tim e of his election, 
five shares of the stock of the company. And 
the office of any Trustee shall become vacant 
w henever he shall cease to hold said m inim um 
quantity of stock, associated w ith equivalent 
producing acreage. At the first m eeting after 
their election, which m ust be held w ithin ten 
days thereof, the Board of Trustees shad organ­ 
ize by the election o f one of their num ber as 
President, and a second as Vice-President, for 
their term . They shall also elect a Treasurer, 
who m ay or m ay not be of their num ber, and 
may be a corporation: and a Secretary, who 
need not necessarily be a stockholder. ’ They 
shall also appoint a General Manager, who may 
or may not be one of their num ber, to hold 
office during the pleasure of the Board, and to 
perform such duties us the Board may, by vote, 
prescribe. They sliull fix the salaries and am ount 
of bonds of the President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer and 
General Manager, 
and

paired sufficiency of security. They may fix 
their own tim es and places of m eeting, for the 
transaction of the business of the corporation, 
and may adopt su-h rules and regulations for 
th eir governm ent and for the m anagem ent of 
the afiairs of the corporation as thev may deem 
desirable, and not inconsistent w ith the provis­ 
ions ot these laws. Trustees shall receive no 
com pensation for their services to the eariKira- 
tiou as such, hut shall be jiaid their actual trav­ 
eling expenses in attendance upon any m eeting 
of the Board ol Trustees. 


THE PRESIDENT. 
Section 2. The President shall be the execu­ 
tive officer of the corporation, and shall preside

tracts, leases, and generally exercise all other 
authorities and perform all other duties con­ 
nected with the affairs of the corporation requi­ 
site and appropriate to such office.

Subdivision 4. W hen any person, to whom 
sun k has been issued in accordance with the 
provisions of Subdivision 2 hereof, shall cease 
to possess the qualifications required by said 
subdivision, ho shall ipto facto to the extent to 
which he shali so have ceased to possess such 
qualifications, cease to be or to have any right

In all arrangem ents, for shipping 
and m arketing, he shall lie clothed w ith such 
powers and authority, by the Board of Trustees, 
as shall be best calculated to m ake his disposi­ 
tions effective and result beneficially to the in­ 
terests of the stockholders of this corporation. 


SECRETARY. 
Section 7. The Secretary shall be the cus­ 
todian of the records of the corporation. He 
shall keep full m inutes of the proceedings at 
all meetings of the stockholders and of the 
Board of Trustees.

He shall, in connection with the 
General Manager, as provided in Section 6 
hereof, canse to be prepared and periodically 
issued to the Trustees for the exclusive benefit 
of the corporation, reports and estim ates of the 
probable fruit yield or each season, and reports 
on Eastern consum ption m arkets; in fact, es­ 
tablishing and m aintaining, in the highest pos­ 
sible efficiency, a departm ent of statistics, where 
everything calculated to promote the interests 


of the stockholders of this corporation may be 
carefully collected, digested and periodically 
published to the members of this corporation.
